Russ Sanford named DPR 
deputy director 


LONG BEACH, CA, DEC. 19 
Russ Sanford, the founder of the Motorcycle Owners, Riders and 
Enthusiasts lobbying group, was named to a top California position 
by Governor George Deukemjian last week. Sanford is now a deputy 
director of the California Parks and Recreation Department, and he 
will head the Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation Division. 

A leading spokesman for motocyclists for more than a decade, 
Sanford was sworn in for his new job on December 13. 

A fellow lobbyist, Bob Ham, called Sanford's appointment “а great 
victory. Now riders can buy Green Stickies and know full well that 
the money will be used properly.'' 


YOU SHOULDNT LEAVE THE KEY 


Freddie Spencer, the 500cc World Road Racing Champion, had his first 
test ride on the all-new Honda 500 V-4 GP bike on December 13, ata track 
in Queensland, Australia. Spencer rode two bikes, one with a square- 
section alloy frame, and one with a large box-section frame (as can be seen 
in the photo above). The V-4's pipes exit just behind the seat, two on each 
side. According to Australian photographer Lou Martin, who shot these 
exclusive photos, the fuel tank now resides below the engine. The exhaust 
pipes from the forward bank of cylinders come over the top of the engine 
and are hidden by the fake fuel tank. Martin also speculated that the 
Pro-Link shock is mounted horizontally between the engine and the fuel 
tank, since the four pipes take up a lot of room and generate a lot of heat. 
The fairing has both intakes for the carburetors and ducts to vent hot air 
from the radiators. During the test session armed security guards 
patrolled much of the circuit, but left the very back part of the track open. 








Yamaha has scheduled a press con- 
ference for December 22, and there 
Kenny Roberts will officially an- 
nounce his plans for 1984. While 
Yamaha, Roberts (currently in 
Europe) and his agent Gary Howard 
are all keeping mum, rumors abound 
as to what Roberts will do next year. 
It's likely that King Kenny will an- 
nounce a limited schedule of races in 
Europe, plus his own team here in 
the United States. Wayne Rainey is 
expected to spearhead that attack on 
the AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship/Camel Pro Series number one 
plate, riding both Harleys and 
Yamahas, with Roberts making se- 
lected stateside appearances. Tuner 
Mert Lawwill (see his comments in 
“Goin’ for the Plate" elsewhere in 
this issue) is also likely to be involved. 
We'll be at King Kenny's press con- 
ference, and we'll have all the details 
for you in our issue 81 next year, due 
out on the stands in the second week 
of January. Stay tuned! 


Former Kawasaki racing team ma- 
nager Gary Mathers was named 
competition manager of Insport, 
the new Supercross-sanctioning 
body. InSport head Gene Tro- 
baugh, who made the announce- 
ment, said that Mathers' appoint- 
ment was effective on December 
16, and that his duties would in- 
clude “being in charge of licen- 
sing, processing of entries, quali- 
fying and everything that relates 
to competition. He will also be in 
charge of the officials.” 


Trobaugh also announced that In- 
Sport has its own offices. They are 
located at 17981 Sky Park Circle, 
Irvine, CA 92714, and the telephone 
number is 714/250-3244. Riders inter- 
ested in competing in Supercross 
should drop a note to that address, 
according to Trobaugh.

While drag 
racing star Terry Vance would nei-

Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany has announced it will cease 
production of tires for motorcycle 
road racing and dirt track racing. 
The move comes after last year’s 
withdrawal by Goodyear from the 
street and dirt bike markets. Good- 
year’s Dave Hederich, PR man- 
ager for the racing division, stated 
that the reason for the withdrawal: 
is that Goodyear wants to concen- 
trate its energies on the construc- 
tion and further development of 
radial automobile racing tires. He- 
derich did say, however, that Good- 
year will continue to build and 
supply tires for motorcycle drag 
racing. 


With Team Honda’s David Bailey 


' making thé transition from his usual 


250cc mount to а 500, things should 





heat up in the 500cc National MK 
wars in 1984. “I’m much happier 
making the move to the 500s, and am 
looking forward to some good, clean 
racing with Broc (Glover)," Bailey 
said from his home in Axton, Virgi- 
nia. “Things will bealot tougher on 
my tuner, Cliff White, since he will 
have to maintain two different sizes 
of machinery — the 500 for outdoor 
racing and a 250 for Supercross.” In 
response to a question as to whether 
or not he may regret making the 
move to the 500cc mount, Bailey said, 
"Racing in the 500cc class will defi- 
nitely be better than racing in the 
250s with Ricky Johnson and Bob 
‘Hurricane’ McEnroe.” 


While Kawasaki has pulled out of 
road racing, their National-level 
MX effort will remain in full force 
through 1984, according to team 
member Billy Liles. “Jeff Ward, 
Kent Howerton and | all have con- 
tracts that expire at the end of 
1984, and we all expect to finish 
our contracts out,” Liles said. “All 
three of us have been in Japan 
testing the works machinery we 
will Бе riding in “84, but no deci- 
sion has been made as to who will 
ride what size of machine.” Liles, 
who resides in Fairburn, Georgia, 
will head to California in early 
January for a six-week stint — 
training, as well as riding the Gol- 
den State MX Series and opening 
Supercross rounds. 


Battle of the Twins GP class and 
overall series champion Jimmy Ada- 
moand his tuner/sponsor, Reno Leo- 
ni, have picked up major sponsor- 
ship for the 1984 road racing season. 
“Team Leoni will be racing under 
the Cagiva banner,” said Leoni. “Jim- 
my and Г recently went to Italy to 
attend two motorcycle shows and 
tour the Cagiva factory and road rac- 
ing shop. They are very enthusiastic 
about road racing. The tie-in is logi- 
cal because Cagiva is building street 
machinery utilizing engines supplied 
by Ducati and I've been associated 
with Ducati machinery for many 
years. The deal will allow Jimmy to 
contest the Camel Pro Series For- 
mula One Nationals, the Superbike 
Series and defend his Battle of the 
Twins titles. There's also a good pos- 
sibility Jimmy will be given a test 
session on the Cagiva 500-4 GP road 
racer and may be invited to Europe to 
race a GP or two with their factory 
rider, Marco Lucchinelli." Adamo 
will race updated versions of his 1983 
machinery with a choice of a Pantah 
700 or Hailwood Replica 900 SS2 
depending on the event and track. 


As we reported last week, Jimmy 
Filice will contest the '84 Camel 
Pro Series with sponsorship from 
the Harley Owner's Group (HOG). 
Filice campaigned under the Bay- 
land Racing banner with Eddie 
Adkins handling the tuning chores 
in “83. Adkins, along with Jack 
Sturgis, hooked up with Filice at 
mid-season and the Salisbury, 
Maryland, duo provided Filice with 
machinery that enabled him to 
score three National mile wins. 
According to Adkins, who will con- 
tinue to handle machinery prepa- 
ration for Filice, “Harley will supply 
us with bikes and parts. Jimmy 
will wear leathers similar to the 
Harley factory team riders but 
they'll be in different colors.” 


“This will be my 13th season chasing 
the AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship title and I feel I have something 
to prove,” said Gary Scott in a call 
from his Springfield, Ohio, home. 
"Ive reached a point in my career 
where age (Scott will be 32 in mid-

Goin’ for The Plate 


By David Edwards and W.H. Spencer 


They call it The Plate. Number One. The Grand National Championship. In the 29 
years that the AMA has run the series, only 17 riders have been able to pull together the 
skill, equipment, determination and luck needed to win the coveted Number One. All of 
the Champions are still alive today. The most recent winners, of course, are still racing, 
and shooting for another title. Most of the retired Champs are still involved with 
motorcycles or racing. Others have dropped from the motorcycling scene altogether. 
Here, then, is a closer look at the men we know as Grand National Champions and 


what they are doing now. 


1954-56-57 
Joe Leonard 


Joe Leonard will always be remem- 
bered for two things: He was the first 
Grand National Champion and, like 
European road racer John Surtees, he 
made a successful jump to automo- 
bile racing, where he became the 
USAC National Champ. 
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“There were some good days then,” 
says Leonard, remembering, some of 











his races. “In my three titles there are 
many fine memories of traveling and 
racing with riders like (Charlie) West, 
(Everitt) Breashear and young Brad 
Andres." His move to car racing was 
not entirely voluntary, though. “I 
was sort of forced to do it by the 
(Harley-Davidson) factory," explains 
Leonard, “when the offer was ten- 
dered of only a couple of bikes and 
parts while newer riders like (Car- 
roll) Resweber were getting better 
backing...In the late ‘505, when these 
other riders came along, my name 
didn't appear to have any real adver- 
tising value, so when the chance 
came to jump to Champ cars, I did. 
“As to the present, I still have a few 
investments and real estate holdings 
that keep me going, and I have been 
doing more and more work as an 
expert witness in accident cases, work- 
ing with lawyers on depositions and 
trials. I'm kept pretty busy, but I still 
get to the local races and I still love to 
go watch the Mile here in San Jose." 


1955 
Brad Andres 


Brad Andres can be found these 





days tending the family business in- 
terests in the San Diego, California, 
area. While the Andres' Harley- 
Davidson shop was sold in 1976, over 
the years Brad and father Leonard 
have invested in real estate, shopping 
centers and apartment buildings. 


Recalling his championship sea- 
son, Andres says, “There isn't really 
one thing that sticks out in my mind, 
other than the travel involved in 
those days. Going across the country

with the likes of my dad, Tom Sif- 
ton, Joe Leonard, Charlie West and 
Everitt Breashear was great. In those 
days we didn't stay in fancy motels; 
mostly it was under a tarp in a field, 
but it was the most fun and my 
memories of the circuit are just that 
— a lot of fun. 

"At the end of the year I believe I 
put about $20,000 in the bank, and if 
you relate that to today's cost of liv- 
ing index and what money was worth 
then, that seemed pretty big.” 


1958-59-60-61 
Carroll Resweber 


“T just loved to race and loved to 
win," says 47-year-old Carroll Res- 
weber, the only rider to win the 
Number One plate four times..Car- 
roll was going for title number five 
when he was involved in a horren- 
dous crash in Lincoln, Illinois, which 
left him with a badly shattered leg, a 
broken neck and so much nerve dam- 
age that he had no movement in his 
left arm. Still, he has fond memories 
of his racing days. 





“They were the best 10 years of my 
life,” he says now. “It was exciting 
and I got to travel around and meet a 
lot of people. I wouldn't trade those 
10 years for anything. In my best year 
I think I won about 98 percent of my 
races and grossed $18,000. The bonus 
for getting Number One was $500. 
But the dollar was worth more then; I 
was making a good living." 

It took two years for Carroll to re- 
cover from his race injuries to a point 
where he could walk again. Eventu- 
ally the nerves in his neck grew back 
and he now has about 85 percent 
movement in his arm. For about 10 
years after recovery, Resweber worked 
as a welder in his home state of 
Texas, a period of his life that Carroll 
describes simply as “blah.” Then in 
1972 Harley-Davidson racing man- 
ager Dick O'Brien asked the just- 
divorced Resweber is he would like a 
job in Harley's Milwaukee race shop 
as the team's developer and fabrica- 
tor. Resweber 15 still there today, liv- 
ing in a house just across the street 
from the factory. 


1962-65-66 
Bart Markel 


"Black Bart" Markel works today 
as a tool and die maker for General 
Motors in Flint, Michigan, just as he 
did all during his racing career. This 
year marks his 25th with GM. 

Officially Bart has never retired 
from racing. He still holds National 
number four and although he no 
longer blasts his factory Harley 
around the miles and half miles, you 
can find him contesting the northern 
ice racing series on a Honda. 

"I never set out to be Number 
One,” says Markel of his earlier rac- 
ing exploits. "Racing was just some- 
thing I did because it was enjoyable. 
My main objective was riding., 
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"I wouldn't enjoy racing now as 
much as I did back then. It was 
cheaper back then. The racers today 
make more money, but they need to 
spend a lot more. It's more compli- 
cated now; you almost have to be a 
Philadelphia lawyer to run all the 
races, what with the IRS chasing you 
around and all." 

Besides ice racing, Markel likes to 
ride street bikes, including his new 
V45 Honda, and indulges ina little 
motocrossing every now and then. 
Bart has two grown children, Stacey 
and Bart jr., and lives with his wife 
Jo Ann in Flint. 


1963-71 
Dick Mann 


Dick Mann jokes that he won his 
first title “back in the dark ages." On 
a more serious note, Mann. says, "И 
was sort of a shock. For years 1t was 
just assumed that the top Harley guy 
would win the title. You've got to 
remember that Resweber or Leonard 
were a little bit better caliber of riders 
than the rest of us; they were fantas- 
tic, ‘Kenny Roberts’ types. Nobody 
gave the rest of us much of achance. I 
was the first non-Harley guy to win 
and I think it woke the industry up to 
the fact that maybe somebody else 
besides the Harley team could win 
the title." 





Dick's second title — this time for 
the BSA factory — came eight years 
later, the longest span between two 
Grand National Championships. You 
cam still find the 49-year-old Mann 
racing on Sundays near his Rich- 
mond, California, home. He com- 
petes in amateur motocross now and, 
yes, he usually wins. Besides racing 
for fun, Dick enjoys restoring old 
bikes; his current project is an AJS 
Porcupine. When he pries himself 
away from motorcycles, Dick runs a 
business that brings foreign cars into 
compliance with U.S. emissions re- 
quirements. 


1964 
Roger Reiman 


Roger Reiman lives today in 
Kewanee, Illinois, where: he runs 
Reiman Harley-Davidson, a business 
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started by his father. Не still rides 
motorcycles on the street, and takes 
his restored KR Harley to Daytona 
every year for the Vintage race. When 
he's not in the shop or working on 
his KR, Roger can be found up in the 
air — he has a hot-air balloon and 
holds a commercial license for it. 





WALT MAHONY 





Recalling his dayson the dirt tracks 
and road racing courses, Reiman says 
that things were a lot different from 
the full-factory involvement of today. 
"I was factory sponsored, but never 
had а factory-prepared bike," he says. 
"Me and my dad did about 99 per- 
cent of the work on the bikes.’ Even 
at the biggest race of the year, the Day- 
tona road race, things were on a 
grass-roots level. “If they (Harley- 
Davidson) had seven factory team 
riders, then they had seven motorcy- 
cles there. You picked your motorcy- 
cle out at the beginning of the week 
and then you worked on it." 


1967-68 
Gary Nixon 


Gary Nixon had definite goals in 
mind when hestarted racing. “1 wasn't 
thinking of making millions of dol- 
lars like Freddie Spencer, but I was 
thinking of making money, buying a 
house and eventually becoming vice 
president of the Triumph Corpora- 
tion." Gary figured the best way to 
accomplish his goals was to win the 
title four times, like Carroll Resweber. 
He made it halfway, winning two 
Championships before a series of 
injuries curtailed his dirt-track career. 





Nixon did go on to become one of 
America's best road racers, though, 
winning the road racing title in 1973 
and almost becoming America's first 
motorcycle World Champion since 
Jack Milne in the 1930s. The bitter- 
ness he feels still comes through 
strongly when he talks today of los- 
ing the 1976 World Championship 
in the Formula 750 class because of 
“politics.” 

Nixon says it took a while for the 
fact that he had won his first National 
Championship to set in. “At first it 
wasn't that great a feeling," he says. 
“There wasn't a big party that night 
or anything. When I did feel it was 
when I showed up at Houston the 
next year and I had that Number One 
on my bike." 
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Nixon now runs Gary Nixon En- 
terprises, a business that caters to rac- 
ers and motorcycle dealers. He lives 
in Phoenix, Maryland, with his wife 
of “19 years, five months, eight days 
and three hours," and their two 
children, Gary Jr., 14, and Kary Anne, 
8. 


1969 
Mert Lawwill 


Mert Lawwill's joy in winning the 
Grand National Championship is 
tempered somewhat by the fact that 
factors beyond his control prevented 
him from repeating as Champion. 
“There isn't really a way to describe 
how I felt about winning the Cham- 
pionship," Lawwill, now 43, says. 
"It was an inner feeling of extreme 
accomplishment. It gave me confi- 
dence and security.” 


The years following his title-win- 
ning season were frustrating, however. 
First there were reliability problems 
with Mert's factory Harley-David- 
sons, the then-new iron-barrelled XR 
models. "It was a struggle just to 
keepit running," Lawwill says. Then, 
inner-ear troubles that threw off his 
balance caused Lawwill to retire in 
1977. For a fierce competitor like 
Lawwill the forced retirement was 
tough to swallow. “It was a sore spot 
with me," he says, "but I sort of 
turned the page on it.” 

Mert's mechanical skills helped him 
turn that page. As early as 1973, he 
was making speed parts for Harley 
racing engines. When he retired, he 
expanded the business. Today a good 
percentage of the fast privateer Har- 
ley-Davidsons on the circuit are using 
Lawwill frames or engine parts. For 
the 1984 season Lawwill hopes to 
work with rider Garth Brow on a new 
aluminum-framed, rising-rate- 
shocked Harley. Mert also hints that 
something really big may be in the 
wings for the new season, but he 
won't comment any further. “It might 
be pretty exciting," he says. “If it 
happens you won't have to call me, 
you'll hear about it." 


1970 
Gene Romero 


Gene Romero, known in his rac 
ing days as “Tiger” or “Burritto,” is 
still heavily involved in racing. Today 
he is Honda’s dirt track racing man- 
ager and heads up a 1984 team con- 
sisting of Ricky Graham, Bubba 
Shobert and Rookie of the Year Doug 
Chandler. 

Romero was fortunate enough to 
win his title at a time when the sport 
was getting bigger, consequently the 
monetary rewards were greater. Tri- 
umph presented Gene wtih a $10,000 
bonus for winning the title, com- 
pared to the $500 bonus that Harley- 
Davidson gave four-time Champ 
Carroll Resweber nine years carlier. 

Another measure of ràcing's'grow- 
ing popularity was the people it 
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attracted. A Cycle News report of 
Romero's victory banquet mentions 
that guests included, “TV and movie 
stars Barbara Eden, Mike Ansara and 
Jimmy Darren. All three are avid 
cycle riders. Barbara and Mike were 
viewing their first professional race.” 


Romero currently has his hands 
full getting things ready for the 1984 
season, and between sorting out details 
and flying to Japan for meetings, 
doesn't have much spare time. In a 
very short interview before leaving 
for the Orient, Romero did say that 
he has very high hopes for the new 
season. 


1972 
Mark Brelsford 


Mark Brelsford has remained out 
of the limelight of racing activities 
since his days as a Harley-Davidson 
team member. He lives in Alaska 
now and is not involved in any motor- 
cycle-related business. 
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While опе of the most liked апа 
affable people on the circuit, the 
pressure of racing seemed to get to 
Mark even before he was Number 
One, and created more problems than 
he likes to talk about. After winning 
the title and his subseguent injury in 
a fiery crash at the 1973 Daytona road 
race, he never came back with the 
verve and fervor he had displayed in 
winning the championship and re- 
tired soon after. 


1973-74 
Kenny Roberts 


Although overshadowed perhaps 
by his three 500cc World Road Rac- 
ing Championships, Kenny Roberts' 
two Grand National Championships 
sull have a special place in his 
memories. “It was satisfying for me 
and Yamaha," Kenny says, “because 
I won ona Japanese motorcycle when 
everybody said it couldn't be done." 

Even for someone like Kenny 
Roberts, though, there is pressure 
associated with being Number One. 
"People are looking for faults, every- 
body wants to shoot you down," he 
says. "When you're number 80, you 
can goof 'up' and it's OK, but when 
you're Number One, you're a repre- 
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sentative for the whole sport and you 
have to watch yourself. I didn't mind 
that; for me-it-was a nice place-to be, 
but for some people it can cause a 
whole bunch of problems." 


At 31 and in top form, Roberts still 
has some racing years left, but just 
where he will ride next season is still 
up in the air. Depending on what 
rumor mill you're closest to, Roberts 
may be going back to Europe to wres- 
tle the World Championship away 
from Fast Freddie or he may be set to 
make a reappearance on American 
dirt or he may cut way back on his 
racing and serve as a team manager. 


1975 
Gary Scott 


Gary Scott is busy in Springfield, 
Ohio, getting ready for the 1984 Camel 
Pro Series. After a disappointing sea- 
son in 1983, Scott is set to make a 
strong charge at the National Cham- 
pionship again with what he says is 
the best program he's had since 1976, 
the year he made his celebrated split 
with the Harley factory after winning 
the title the year before. 


Gary remembers the Champion- 
ship as, “The greatest thing that has 
happened in my racing career,” and 
says that it put him back in touch 
with the thrill of winning. “After you 
win a few Nationals, it’s almost ex- 
pected that you win more,” Scott 
explains. “It gets almost repetitious. 


But I compare winning the title with 
winning my first National. It was a 
milestone.” 


At 32, Gary has no immediate 
plans for retirement, but implies that 
1985 might be his last full year on the 
circuit. “ТИ race as long as I'm worth 
the money to my sponsors,” he says. 
“In "83 I don't feel I did my sponsors 
justice. I don't like doing that." The 
money situation is alsoa factor. “The 
costs of competing have gone up so 
much, and the purses haven't fol- 
lowed suit. You can't net as much 
money as you used to." 

Scott is paving the way for his 
eventual retirement from the sport. 
He is developing a new racing chas-

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1976-77-78 
Jay Springsteen 


Jay Springsteen echoes the feelings 
that quite a few of the Number One 
plate holders voiced when talking 
about the title. “My first title came 
before I really knew it," says the 
three-time winner. “I took a while for 
me to realize it. I was really out there 
just riding' around and having fun. 
Then, before I knew it, I was one of 
the top guys." 

Being one of the “top guys” also 
meant being under a lot of pressure, 
and by 1979 Springer was being side- 
lined more and more by a mysterious 
stomach ailment. It shot down Jay's 
chances of tying Resweber at four 
titles in а row. “I think it was more in 
my head than anything,” Springsteen 
says of the still-undiagnosed illness. 





For 1984, Springsteen, along with 

Randy Goss, will spearhead Harley- 

Davidson's Camel Pro Series team. 
He still wants that fourth title. “Гуе 
got just about all the other records,” 
the 38-time National winner says, 
“The only goal left to accomplish is 
tying the record." Will the 26-year- 
old Lapeer, Michigan, resident retire 
if he wins the Championship again? 
"I'd have to race another season and 
give somebody else a chance to take it 
away," Springsteen says. 


1979 
Steve Eklund 


Twenty-eight-year-old Steve Ek- 
lund says that winning the Number 
One plate was the “best experience of 
my racing career, an absolute high,” 
but candidly admits that his perfor- 
mance “has been a letdown ever 
since." 





Plagued by fading sponsorship and 
a floundering economy that hit the 


motorcycle industry hard at about 
the same time that he won his cham- 


pionship, Eklund says that his racing 
program was “falling apart" around 
him. “It has taken me 'til now to get 
back on my feet," he adds. 


Sponsored again for the 1984 sea- 
son by Wayne Gardner, Eklund is 
looking fc forward to better results after 
a yearot ^ ironing ош the bugs;" and 
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would like nothing better than to add 
another National Championship to 
his win list.

Jose, California. 


1980-83 
Randy Goss 


Randy Goss, the current Grand 
National Champion, remembers that 
winning his first title in 1980 was “а 
big relief." Goss explains the state- 
ment by saying, “I didn't want to race 
all those years and not get Number 
One. I just wanted to get it out of the 
way. 

“The second time was more of a 
personal goal," continues Goss. “I 
wanted to prove myself one more 
time. It was definitely more satis- 
fying.” 

The 27-year-old Harley-Davidson 
rider welcomes Honda’s increased 
competitiveness in Class C racing, 
noting the Honda/Harley rivalry will 
be good for the sport. But there are 
drawbacks as well. "Everybody is 
getting better and better," Goss says, 
“and you have to go through more to 
win the Championship. It seems we 
have to work harder and harder just 
to stay even.” 


Goss isn't thinking too seriously 
about retirement just yet, but admits 
that he would like to stay involved 
with racing when he does call it 
quits, perhaps working as a team 
manager. He doesn't see his Number 
One plates as a free ride to that posi- 
tion, however. ‘“The Championships 
might help you get other jobs, but 
you've still got to know what you're 
doing in that other job," he says. 
Ве: side smanaginga team, Goss admits 
that stock car racing is something 
that he has been thinking about. 

Goss lives with his wife Vicki and 
seven-month-old daughter in Hart- 
land, Michigan. 


1981

Mike Kidd 

In an interview several years ago, 
Mike Kidd talked about his plans for 
retirement. “When the time comes 
for те to hang up my steel shoe, I'd 
like to stay in the motorcycle busi- 
ness," he said. Kidd retired at the end 
of the 1983 Camel Pro Series and is 
already applying the drive and talent 
that brought him the National Cham- 
pionship to the business of promo- 
ting motorcycle and ATV races. 

He is currently getting his Great 
American Shootout indoor short track 
series off the ground and has plans 
for an expanded schedule next sea- 
son. Mike also hopes to promote a 
National during 1985 “somewhere in 
the south." 

About his title, Mike recalls, “It 
seems like my whole career was an 
up-and-down battle from week to 
week. Everything was worthwhile, 
though, that last lap at Ascot when I 
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< Harley-Davidson, 


has a regret about winning the title, 
it’s that its value wasn't appreciated 
by the general public. “The title 
meant éverything-to те," he-says, 


“but it didn’t mean anything to peo- 
ple outside the motorcycle industry. 


It didn't have the prestige I thought it 
would have. I wish I could have won 
the Championship while I was with 
Honda. I think that if Ricky Graham 
or Bubba Shobert (Honda's 1984 rid- 
ers) win the title, they'll be national 
heroes." 

Kidd lives today in Boyd, Texas, on 
a 50-plus-acre ranch with his wife 
Sandra, 6-year-old son Randy and 3- 
year-old daughter Tammy. 


1982 
Ricky Graham 


Ask Ricky Graham about his Na- 
tional Championship and he'll tell 
you, ‘1 was just out there doing the 
best I could do every week — just 
racing. When I was coming up 
through the ranks, I wasn't the kind 
of guy who wonall kinds of races, but 
then with Tex Peel's help, I started 
winning races. Still, I was just out 
theré having fun racing. The Cham- 
pionship just came." 

Recently signed with Honda for 
1984, Graham's attitude has gotten a 
little more serious. '"That (the title) is 
what Honda wants. I’m older now 
and more mature and I want it too. 
It's going to be a good year, I don't 
think we could have a better team." 


Asked if carrying the Number One 
plate in 1983 caused any extra pres- 


sure, Ricky replied, “Хо, I never 
really felt any pressure. Of course the 
joke is that Tex used extra-heavy- 
duty bolts to put the number plate on 
the bike," laughs Graham. 

If there is a down side to racing and 
winning the Number One plate, Gra- 
ham says it's the education that he 
has missed. But he quickly adds that 
all the public relations work that he 
has done since winning the title has 
helped to recoup some of the lost 
education. “Гуе met a lot of different 
people and that is an education in 
itself," he says. "I think it will help 
me in the future.”

The man who loves 
motorcycles

For 25-year-old Eddie Lawson, there 15 no 
such thing as too much of a good thing. 
While throwing the guided missiles that 
pass for GP road racers through corners at 


over 100 mph until your knees 
touch requires a cold, steely 
resolve, Lawson maintains a 
bountiful, boyish enthusiasm 
for simple motorcycling. “Out of all 
the things I can do, I'd rather go ride 
my bike. I go out every single day and 
ride my motocross bike in the hills 
near my house or out in the desert, or 
I go street riding in the canyons. I 
wouldn't want to do anything else. I 
can never see myself getting burned 
out on motorcycles," says the world's 
fourth-ranked 500cc road racer. 

We caught up with Eddie at his 
southern California condo during 
the off-season. Having known Law- 
son since he was one of the top- 
ranked AMA Junior flat trackers back 
in the middle "705, it still impresses us 
how quiet and polite he is in person, 
especially since we've seen what he 
does on the track. 

* In discussing what he did on the 
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track in 1983, his first full season of 
World Championship competition, 
Lawson said, “When I went into the 
season I wanted to finish in the top 
five and I did that. There were a few 
races where I was pretty disappointed 
in myself, but there were also some 
races where I was pretty happy. 

“All in all, it was a good season 
and I learned a lot. With the expe- 
rience I got this year, I'm definitely 
ready for next year. 

"Some of this year was a psycho- 
logical thing. I'd always heard about 
the top road racers, the guys who 
have been doing it for years, and I'd 
never been there. That had a little 
effect. But after I started riding with 
them I realized, 'Hey, I can beat these 
guys. They're no better than I am.’” 

Points-wise, only three were. In 
one of the most exciting seasons ever 
to decide a World Champ, Honda's 
Freddie Spencer and Yamaha's Kenny 
Roberts split the 12 events and Ырдан

took the title by two points. Randy 
Mamola finished third on a Suzuki 
widely regarded as underpowered, 
and Lawson came on strong towards 
the end of the season to take fourth. 

Lawson was the second rider on 
the Marlboro/Yamaha team behind 
Roberts. We asked how much help 
Roberts, who some consider to be the 
greatest road racer ever, was to Law- 
son in his first season. “There's only 
so many things he could do to help 
me, and he certainly couldn't ride the 
bike for me. He always helped me 
when I had problems, say if I needed 
help deciding on a different gear 
ratio fora certain turn. Or if Icouldn't 
couldn't quite get the suspension 
sorted out, I'd ask his help. Basically, 
though, I did a lot of it on my own. 

“The experience will help. This 
year, when I went to a race track I was 
asking my crew how to get from the 
paddock onto the race track, while 
the other guys already had their bikes 
set up for the course.” 

Prior to our discussion, we watched 
a videotape of one of the races where 
Lawson had done well, the British 
GP at Silverstone. “1 felt that I got 
cheated at Silverstone. I was second at 
the end of 23 laps, but because the 
race was scored as two segments, one 
five laps and the other 23, I wound up 
fourth.” 

The modest three-bedroom condo 
where Eddie lives by himself is suita- 
bly equipped for the California bach- 
elor, with an expensive stereo, а VCR 
and big-screen TV in the living room. 
After watching the opening segments 
and the beginning of the race, we got 
to the point in the race where two 
riders were killed in a crash on the 
fifth lap. Although the tape does not 
show the crash, the viewer can see 
riders starting to come into the pits. 
“Look at that,” says Lawson, “The 





red flag isn’t out yet. If you’re run- 
ning for points you stay out on the 
track until you see a red flag. Really, 
though, the situation was bad. Both 
riders were still on the track and there 
was only a single line through the 
debris." We watch as the screen shows 
Mamola and Roberts both pull into 
the pits after the red flag 1s finally 
displayed, both shaking their fists at 
the officials. 

We watch the restart of the race, 
and Lawson continued the commen- 
tary. “Look, there you can see where 
it was starting to rain. We all had to 
slow down, especially Freddie. It's 
not as bad as you think to ride in the 
rain, but you've got to be deliberate. 
You can't just flick the bike through 
corners.” Just then the screen shows 
Spaniard Sergio Pallendrini crash- 
ing hard, his bike impacting the 
guard rail in a big way. Lawson hit 
the rewind button, and we watched 
the crash again. “You can see where 
he hits the edge of the track where it's 
still wet," noted Eddie. “Boy that 
bike really smacked the guard rail, 
didn't it?" 

We watched to the end of the 500cc 
race, where the winners were inter- 
viewed as they rode on a truck around 
the circuit. “You should have been 
there," said Lawson, “Somebody 
threw something like a pomegranat 
at usand it just barely missed Kenny.” 
Sure enough, something splatters 
against a Marlboro sign just in back of 
Roberts. He looks back and mutters 
something into the microphone. 

In the tape Roberts had lots of 
good things to say about the Silver- 
stone layout and Lawson agreed. “Sil- 
verstone was one of the best. I liked 
most of the tracks, really. I didn't like 
Assen. It was too narrow and very 
long, a difficult race track to learn on. 
Ididn't care for Sweden, ied Spam

was a lot of work — I was physically 
exhausted at the end of the race, but I 


still liked the layout. Silverstone, 
Yugoslavia and Austria were my three 
favorite tracks.” 

The subject of Roberts' retirement 
— or lack of same — has caused much 
speculation. Lawson, who will be 
starting the second year of a two-year 
contract, has no answers, but feels if 
Roberts does retire, it will make it 
easier to win GPs. “With Kenny retir- 
ing next year — and I don't know for 
sure that he is — I think it will be very 
possible to win some GPs. Last year 
if he wasn't there I would have won 
the Austrian GP and Silverstone, 
although as I said before, Silverstone 
was a weird deal. 

"I'm ready to win GPs now. I'm 
going to train very hard and I'm 
going to ride much harder than I did 
last year. We'll have better bikes. I'm 
ready to win." 

With Lawson returning but indi- 
cations that Roberts won't, it would 
seem that Yamaha and Marlboro have 
an open spot on their team. We asked 
Eddie if he had heard anything about 
a possible teammate: “No, I haven't 
heard anything. I would imagine 
that there would be a second rider on 
the team.” 

We asked if Lawson had heard the 
rumors that Yamaha, might seek 
“Mamola: “Yes, that I've: “heard, but I

don't know. I talked to Yamaha and 
they said, 'No, we haven't contacted 
Randy in any way.’ I hope they do get 
Randy because he's definitely one of 
the best. He deserves a ride. But I 
don'treally know what Yamaha wants 
to do.” 

One of the interviews on the tape 
we'd watched earlier had Freddie 
Spencer saying that all the American 
riders got along very well in Europe. 
Weasked Lawson to elaborate. ''Ken- 
ny, Randy and I would go out and do 
things all the time. We'd go out and 
do things, go into town, watch TV or 
just get together. Freddie was always 
kind of hidden. I don't think I said 
two words to him all season. The rea- 
son for that was that I never did see 
him." 

Spencer and Lawson are no strang- 
ers of course, having battled for two 
years on the Superbike circuit with 
Lawson winning the title both times. 
Asked if he thought he could beat the 
new World Champion in that arena, 
Lawson said, “I respect Freddie а lot 
because of what he's done. I've watch- 
ед him ride and he's. always been in 
front of me. That doesn't bother me. I 
know I can beat him. Next year I'll be 
right there racing with him." 


One of Lawson's biggest moments 
came near the end of the year when he 
won ‘The, Superbikers, the firsymon- 





motocrosser to take that made-for- 
television race. However, according 
to Eddie, he almost didn't race. “Go- 
ing into that race, I didn't really want 
to do it. We showed up for practice 
the day before the event and took a 
few laps. I felt really bad and just 
couldn't ride the bike. It wasn't any- 
thing to do with the bike, I just didn't 
feel very comfortable. I was so close to 
telling those guys, 'I think I'd rather 
not ride this.' 

“Then I decided to go home and 
sleep on it. I went down there the 
next day and won it. I couldn't believe 
it. I had no idea I could win it or even 
get close. 

“One of the main reasons was that 
the bike worked so good. Also, Га 
been doing a lot of trail riding and 
some motocross, so I physically fit 
and ready for it. Still, it was quite a 
surprise." 

As we mentioned earlier, Lawson 
goes riding every day. He's begin- 
ning an intensive training program, 
which will be directed by sports med- 
icine expert Dean Miller. Miller has 
guided the likes of Brad Lackey and 
Kenny Roberts, just to name two

“Mostly, this just sits here in the gar- 
age," said Eddie, adding, “I think 
about only times I did much driving 
in it was going up to Laguna Seca 
and down to Carlsbad for The Super- 
bikers." 

Earlier Eddie had mentioned a lit- 
tle incident that happened on the 
way back from Laguna. “I was doing

I should been 
put in jail."

Lawson's black 
van with the license plate EDDIE2I 
was loaded with dirt bikes and Law- 
son had another rendevous with.the 
hills. “Jim Hoover, who'sa Pro moto- 
crosser, and I go riding together a lot. 
He rides behind me and bumps me if 
I go too slow. He's going to get me to 
where I can ride 45-minute motos flat 
out."

AMN's enthusiast executive 
director

As executive director of the American Motor- 
cyclist Association, you would expect Ed 
Youngblood to wear a three-piece suit and to 


have a spacious executive-type of office— 


and he does. You might also 
expect him to drive an expen- 
sive European sedan to and 
from the office—and you would 
be dead wrong. He is a died-in-the- 
wool biker, and as such rides his 
Yamaha Vision to the AMA office in 
Westerville, Ohio — even on those 
December days with a hint of snow in 
the air. 

Youngblood joined the AMA staff 
in 1970, after having served a stint as 
a Cycle News editor. In his 13 years 
with AMA, he has held many posi- 
tions, including managing editor of 
American Motorcyclist and as govern- 
ment relations director. Through all 
of those professional callings and 
into the present position as executive 
director, he remains a full-time motor- 
cycle enthusiast. 

In our conversation, Youngblood 
reveals the genera] direction he intends 
to guide the association and provides 
an insight into why he remains such 
an active enthusiast. 

Having worked up through the ranks 
of the AMA to your current position 
as executive director, how does it feel 
to be in that position? 

I came into the executive director job 
with my eyes wide open, after being 
government relations director for four 
years, which was one of the most 
enjoyable and gratifying jobs I've 
had with the association. When I was 
offered the opportunity to move in as 
Lin Kuchler's successor, I had to do 
some real soul searching about that. I 
was leaving the government relations 
job, which I truly enjoyed, and i 
knew that Lin would not be an easy 
man to follow — he has a very high 
reputation throughout motorcycling. 
I knew that we would be facing some 
very big challenges. 

There was a period of time, several 
years ago, that I didn't have the exec- 
utive director title although I was 
head of the staff (an interim period 
before Gene Wirwahn took the post), 
so I knew what I would be getting 
into. I accepted the challenge and it's 
still there — I don't regret taking the 
job. 

The control of Supercross is now in 
the hands of the InSport group. Do 
you feel that it is possible that Pace 
Management and Stadium Motor- 
sports (which forms the basis of the 
InSport group) were not negotiating 
in good faith all along? 

I would prefer not to be quoted on 
motocross. 

Can we expect to see any other major 
changes in the structure of the AMA 
in the next decade? 

For over 10 years, there has been and 
there still is a discussion that goes on 
with our board of trustees about 
whether this organization can do its 
best with professional racing and a 
member service organization under 
one roof. Back in the late '50s, AAA 


AAA went on as a road service organ- 
ization and USAC (U.S. Automobile 
Club) was formed strictly for racing: 
It's been proposed again and again 
that AMA needs to look at that kind 
of a change. 

If there are major changes in the 
AMA in the next five to 10 years, they 
will be in that area, and will probably 
not be based on just what someone 
feels is appropriate. More likely it 
will be based on some serious finan- 
cial and tax considerations, which 
are more positive reasons to go one 
way or another. While AMA operates 
as a non-profit corporation, it is in 
fact not pure non-profit to the extent 
that we are taxed by the federal govern- 
ment. To become purely non-profit, 
we might have to divest ourselves of 
some of the things that we are doing, 
or spin them off into subsidiaries. 

We have a petition before the IRS 
right now to open up that kind of 
research just to find out what needs to 
be done. There is a possibility that for 
tax reasons we may want to move the 
professional racing function away 
from the membership and amateur 
side of the organization. It will prob- 
ably be two years until we know that 
since the research with the IRS is a 
slow and tedious process. That is the 
biggest potential change that will 
come in the future. 

Otherwise, into the '80s our basic 
goals won't change, and that is to 
provide a fair and consistent pro- 
gram for amateur competition across 
the country; to aggressively confront 
adverse legislation; to make respon- 
sible use of our money, most of which 
comes from membership contribu- 
tions; and to continue to develop our 
benefits for the general membership 
in the areas of insurance, road ser- 
vice, discounts and that type of thing. 

At the very simplest level, we can 
break our membership down into 
two typical groups. While there are 
very many different segments, we 
havea youthful group that is involved 
in some form of amateur competi- 
tion. The other group that we have is 
an older group, more inclined toward 
road riding, and they are truly the 
involuntary members of the organi- 
zation. With the younger group we 
must provide them with plentiful 
competition opportunities. We must 
appeal to the older group with benef- 
its that are really worth their $15 
yearly membership fee. 

As we survey from year to year we 
don't see radical changes in what 
people need, but notice that different 
opinions and attitudes develop. We've 
seen the road rider/camping situa- 
tion comeon strong in the past several 
years simply because the cost of tra- 
veling has gone up so much. They 
are learning to enjoy camping, and 
are finding the equipment they need 
to camp comfortably. Our relation- 
ship with KOA (Kampgrounds of 
America) has been one of the ways 
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involved in some other aspect of the 
motorcycle field? 

If the opportunity arose to voluntar- 
ily move away from the association to 
a related area that would keep me in 
close touch it would have to be the 
American Motorcycle Heritage Foun- 
dation, which we created a few years 
ago. I was instrumental in the basic 
planning of it, which was set up asa 
tax-exempt, public education foun- 
dation with the IRS. Its goal is to 
protect the heritage of motorcycling 
in America. 

We began fund raising in 1983 and 
expect to have a much more aggres- 
sive campaign in 1984. I hope that 
well before the end of the decade the 
Heritage Foundation will have its 
own museum in operation. Other 
than the Harley-Davidson museum, 
which.is dedicated to a single brand, 
there is no other strictly motorcycle 
museum in this country. There are 
some fantastic collections, but in most 
cases they share the facility with auto- 
mobiles. 

I can envision myself totally 
involved with that, and to me it is a 
very exciting direction. ' 

How did your interest in motorcycles 
develop? 

I became preoccupied with motorcy- 
cles before my teens. By the time I was 
10 years old I would stop dead in my 
tracks when a motorcycle went by 
and did what kids like that do — send 
off to all of the distributors that 
advertised in the magazines for their 
literature. I literally wore that stuff 
out looking at it. 

Today, the equipment is so expen- 
sive that a youngster can't go out and 
get a bike with paper route money, 
and the industry is becoming aware 
of that. They have almost shut out 
their entry level customers. New 
people are not coming into motor- 





cycling for two reasons: affordability, 
and because the equipment has 
become so sophisticated it scares 
people away. They are not even sure 
they want something like that because 
they can't comprehend exactly what 
it is. The industry is going to have to 
correct that, and they are heading in 
that direction with simpler entry level 
motorcycles. The sophisticated equip- 
ment is nice for the more experienced 
riders, but they are going to have to 
bring in new customers. 

Гуе always owned a motorcycle, 
except for a three-year span in under- 
graduate school when 1 felt that I 
couldn't afford to have one. When I 
was in graduate school (working 
toward a degree in English Litera- 
ture) I bought a BMW single and 
used it on a daily basis — interest- 
ingly enough, it was for mostly eco- 
nomic reasons. | lived way out of 
town, had a car that got terrible gas 
mileage and bought the BMW so I 
wouldn't have to use the car so much. 

As I think back on all of the bikes 
I've owned, it makes me feel old to 
realize most of my fondest memories 
are on brands that no longer exist — 
brands that some of the younger peo- 
ple today never knew about. When I 
was in high school, one of the hottest 
bikes going was an NSU, and 1 owned 
one for a time. There also was Zun- 
dapp, Adler and all of the British 
brands. 

As a dedicated touring rider, do you 
have any particular “dream rides" in 
mind? 

Гуе always wanted to start at one end 
of Canada, say in Newfoundland, 
and ride all the way across the coun- 
try. A friend of mine has told me the 
Canadian Rockies are just astound- 
ing when compared to the Rockies in 
the U.S. There are some beautiful 
riding opportunities in the Pacific 








Northwest, and I think that the most 
interesting way to get there would be 
to ride across Canada. 

What do you do to escape from motor- 
cycles? 

I'm getting involved in sailing, and 
maybe for some of the same reasons 
that I like motorcycling — you're out 
in the air and the environment in 
general. I'm not real good at it — my 
wife is actually better at handling the 
boat than I am. We have an 18-foot 
day sailer, and live along a reservoir. 
'The lake is narrow, but is approxi- 
mately 14 miles long, so you can 
really get some good runs on it when 
the wind is right. As is the case with 
motorcycling, it's also fun to bench 
race with other sailors. 

What brought about your involve- 
ment with sidecar rigs? 

It's something I got into when my 
children were very small. With two 
young boys, we found adding a sidecar 
was a way to allow the entire family 
to go riding and it worked well. A side- 
car is not a motorcycle by any stretch 
of the imagination — it's a totally 
different vehicle. Many people that 
get into it find that it sticks since it is 
its own kind of fun. You get a com- 
pletely different feel from that of a 
solo bike, but I enjoy it. 

When I get on my sidecar rig (a 
BMW) I take a totally different atti- 
tude about riding than when I ride 
the solo bike. They are more cumber- 
some, don't accelerate or stop as 
quickly, and it's something you have 
to compensate for. I went to a District 
Tour with one this past summer and 
took one of my sons along. We poked 
along because I felt that was a safe 
speed for the rig with him in it. Had I 
taken the solo bike, I would've gotten 
there a lot quicker — but also with a 
different attitude. 

What is your favorite type of moto- 





rized competition? 

One of my great thrills of childhood 
was watching dirt track racing with 
cars — anything from midget to 
sprint cars. During that period of my 
life the sport evolved from the Indy- 
type, Offenhauser-powered cars to 
the Super Modifieds. It's died out a 
lot, but that's still my favorite type of 
racing. Because I got so involved in 
that as a child, when I started getting 
involved in motorcycle racing I also 
gravitated in the dirt track direction. 


The period in which I became 
interested in motorcycle racing were 
the final years of the KR model Har- 
leys — the 750cc side-valves — and 
they were running against the British 
overhead valve engines, that were 
500s. It was then the rules changed, 
andallowed larger displacement OH V 
engines. That was a very exciting 
time in the development of dirt track 
racing. There were a lot of brands 
involved and the personalities were 
interesting. I still consider dirt track 
as one of my favorite types of motor- 
cycle racing. 

Aside from your association with 
motorcycling as a profession, what 
has kept you in the sport as an active 
enthusiast? 

For me it has been the really simple 
things. I started my riding on a street 
bike and did some off-road stuff like 
riding enduros, but my first motiva- 
tion was the joy of a street bike and it 
still is today. It's those things most 
riders talk about, that most people 
think sound very naive and silly — 
you absolutely cannot get the expe- 
rience of touring with any other ve- 
hicle that you can get with motor- 
cycling. It's the sounds, the smells, 
the sensitivity of the environment, 
temperature changes — all of that isa 
pleasure. .

ATRON SAINT of the 
PRIVATEER MXer

Last year there was anew motocross team on 
the motocross scene that, given current trends, 
just might change the motorcycle racing 
industry around. Parked alongside the red, 


white and blue Team Honda 
vans and the bright yellow 
trucks of the Suzuki and Yama- 
ha factory teams in the pits at 
many major motocross events last 
season, were six white box vans that 
had “Team Татт” in big blue let- 
ters painted on the side. It isn't the 
new vans that are so special, but the 
people who make up the team. Team 
Tamm is a new privateer motocross 
team and their aim is to be number 
one in many aspects. They don't 
want to be just another “flash in the 
pan” motocross team that rises to 
stardom only to fade away into the 
history books after a few seasons. 
Although they have only been seri- 
ously competing on the national cir- 
cuit for only one year, they have 
already proven themselves as a serious 
threat to factory riders on the track, 
and they will probably continue that 
trend for years to come. 

Who or what is Team Tamm? 
What are their future plans and how 
might they make many, privateer 
teams as strong, if not stronger, than 
the factory teams? After the end of a 
long 1983 racing year, we talked with 
the "nucleus" of the team, Bob Tamm, 
and found out what they are all 
about. He, along with his wife Julie, 
created and own the team which 
started only two years ago. In his 
words, “Team Tamm is definitely a 
privateer motocross team that is try- 
ing to privately fund itself. We want 
to take riders who are Expert Pro pos- 
sibilities and give them the chance to 
travel the national circuit and race 
with the other factory riders. That's

about." 





It sounds simple, but to field a 
serious motocross team takes a lot of 
time and money to make things work. 
But the main key to success is enthu- 
siasm — and that is what Team 
Tamm has plenty of. 


It all started in the early '70s when 
Bob's brother Gordy used to race 
motocross in Mississippi. During their 
summer vacations, Bob, Julie and 
Gordy would come out to California 
and race, mostly at Saddleback Park. 
In 1981 Gordy quit racing, so all they 
had left to do was spectate. Then, one 
day, while attending a Supercross in 
Michigan, Bob got fed up with watch- 
ing. "I was tired of sitting in the 
stands, and if I'm going to spend the 
money to come, I'm going to be down 
on the floor on the stadium with the 
riders." So the Tamms decided to 
form their own motocross team and 
get in on the action. 

During the month of August, 1982, 
things got started. “Tommy Bridge- 
ford was the first rider we ever had. I 
happened to be out riding with his 
father one day and I noticed Tommy 
was an excellent rider in the desert. I 
thought this kid could just tear up 
the world. So, that's how we started. 
Then we found out at Saddleback 
that he was no good on a motocross 
track. He couldn't compete at all!” 

Boband Julie were very determined 
and they raced at Saddleback for a 
couple of months and eventually 
picked up two more riders and the 
team grew to three. They had picked 
up Dallas Rebello and Jim Browdy, 
then Dean Cates and Brian Fry were 
added. Those riders carried Team 


. Lamm through 1982, which wasn't," 


all that great of a year. They rarely 





finished up front and didn't make 
much of a dent against the factory 
teams. “The year didn't work out real 
well because theriders were not of the 
AA quality that we need to make this 
thing work.” 

At the start of 1983, they dropped 
Bridgeford and Rebello and added 
Mike Tripes and Chris Howard. “We 
had a chance to get Warren Reid 
because Warren and I are very good 
friends, but Team Tamm wasn't ready 
for somebody of his caliber. We just 
couldn't do it. We were not prepared 
to handle Reid, so we started with 
what we felt was an OK Pro team, 
something to get our feet wet." 

Even with therider changes for the 
start of 1983, things still weren't rosy 
for the team. They ran into a few 
problems on the road when their 
motorhome and trailer broke down a 
few times, so Bob decided to sell 
them. The move prompted many 
people to think that that was the end 
of the “up and coming” Team Tamm. 
But Bob surprised everyone when 
they showed up at the races with a 
couple of new box vans and a new 
team. When Chris Heisser, Tom Car- 
son, Dan Conway, Mike Shoemaker 
and Jeff Hicks joined the team, things 
began to click. They raced Supercross 
events at Anaheim and Seattle with 
some promising results. At that point, 
the team loaded up the vans and set 
out for the Nationals. When Team 
Tamm returned to California for the 
Superbowl of Motocross at the Rose 
Bowl, Bob wanted it known they 
were for real, so he bought a few more 
vans and had “Team Tamm” painted 
on the side of the vans. Bob feels they 
were, for the first time, recognized by 
the other teams as a serious moto- 
cross effort. “We pulled into the Rose 
Bowl with five vans, all painted, fully 
equipped and each rider had his own 
mechanic. All the riders, except Hicks 
(because of a contract with Sinisalo) 
dressed alike. Everybody, even the 
doubters, saw the team pull out and

are for real.” 

From that point on, things took off 
for the team. Their next goal was the 
Continental Motorsport Club’s 
Trans-Cal Series held in California. 
The series consisted of seven events, 
five outdoor races combined with 
two Supercross races. Team Tamm 
was very successful at just about all 
the races, especially at one of the races 
when both Heisser and Hicks 
walked away with Pro victories. At 
the end of the series, Hicks was the 
big winner by capturing the Grand 
National Championship (top rider 
in the combined outdoor and indoor 
races) and finishing third in the 
Trans-Cal Supercross standings 
(combined two stadium races) behind 
Yamaha factory stars Ron Lechien 
and Broc Glover. Although the fac- 
tory teams were not in full force 
throughout the Trans-Cal Series, 
СМС" GNC title was a very big win 
for Team Tamm. 

“We worked real hard this season. 
There were times that we hardly ever 
went to bed. It was seven days a week 
for the entire year. We had a vacation 
break between some cancelled races 
and stuff, where we stayed at my 
house. And from the time we got 
there until the time we left, we slept 
next to none. We still didn't take a 
day off." 

After the San Diego Supercross, the 
season finally came to an end. But 
that didn't mean a vacation for Bob 
and Julie. During the off season, they 
work just as hard, if not harder, than 
they did on the road. They had to 
decide which riders would stay with 
the team and which would not; get 
their new apparel line off the ground; 
take care of piles of paper work and 
run their other business. 

Team Tamm headquarters are lo- 
cated in Corona, California, and share 
residence with Selvy Racing, the ATV 
division Team Tamm will also be 
developing in the near future. Bob 
and Julie also own and manage their 
own $4 million business where they 
sell front-end body parts for foreign 
cars. Without that business, financing 
Team Tamm would be very difficult, 
if not impossible. Last year, Team 
'Tamm spent up to $500,000, over- 
shooting their budget by $200,000. 
Most of their spending were on the 
six fully equipped box vans and 23 
CR Hondas. “All last year was funded 
strictly by me. I spent every cent that I 
could spare. My other business helps,

I 
bought the Hondas through Orange 
County Honda and I paid for every 
single one, and also I bought every 
single part we needed.” 

'To help with the major expenses, 
Bob started their Team Tamm moto- 
cross apparel business. His main con- 
cern is not a profit but survival. Just 
about every dime they make from the 
apparel will go directly to fund their 
racing efforts. 

Next year shouldn't be so expen- 
sive for Team Tamm. They already 
have all the vans, tools and parts they 
need for «he next season. Even the 
motorcycles are no longer a problem. 
Inside Team Tamm’s large garage is 
one wall lined with over 20 CRs 
given to them by American Honda. A 
total of 42 Hondas will be handed 
over to Team Tamm, which will 
comprise Honda's entire 1984 Sup- 
port team.

"One of our many major goals is to 
be, r ossibly by 1986, the Honda of the 





future — providing we stay with 
Honda, and right now we don't see 
why we shouldn't. They have been 
more than generous to us. But we feel 
Honda, Yamaha and all of them are 
going to back out and we will be the 
Honda of the future. I think there is 
going to be a Wrangler Racing team 
and a Coca Cola Racing team while 
we are going to be Team Tamm rid- 
ing Hondas, but Honda will be one 
of our major sponsors. We hope that, 
as the factories drop out, with the 
cutbacks and the addition of the pro- 
duction rule that is coming into 
effect, we will fill that gap when the 
factories pull out. We don't want rac- 
ing to stop and racing will never stop 
and the factories will never stop being 
involved, but as far as spending the 
kind of budget that they are, we look 
for a definite cutback there. It's a lot 
cheaper to sub-contract a race team 
out to us, than it is to have their own 
race team. The factories have realized 
that they have started something by 
paying their riders $50-$300,000 а 
year, and now with Bob Hannah 
wanting, whatever the rumor was, a 
million dollars to ride a Honda, they 
realized they went a little too high 
and put out way too much money." 

This year, Yamaha has decided to 
race only slightly modified produc- 
tion bikes and a couple other facto- 
ries will probably follow suit in the 
near future. For Team Tamm this 
trend couldn't have come at a better 
time. “I think if they do put the pro- 
duction bike rule in effect, it will, of 
course, benefit us. We want to see the 
production bike rule come into effect, 
but we also want to make sure that 
the controls that are going to govern 
itare in effect at the same time. There 
is nobody at the AMA who could 
check a bike to see if it was stock or 
not. They don't know. That's the 
thing I stress to them, that when they 
are ready to do it, they better employ 
some people who can physically check 
the bikes to make sure they are pro- 
duction." 

From the rider's point of view, rid- 
ing for Team Tamm isn't that much 
different from riding on a factory 
team. In fact, at the races, Team 
Tamm works just about the same 
way as the factories, if not better. The 


'riders have the same conveniences 


like having their own box van and 





mechanic. All the rider has to do is 
worry about racing. However, there 
are a couple of aspects the factories 
have to offer which will keep riders 
striving for the big teams. Aside from 
the mechanics, there are no salaries at 
Team Tamm. “Our riders are all top 
notch, and I feel that they are all high 
enough caliber, that with the purse 
money, they can all make a good liv- 
ing as long as they stay healthy." 
Second, the riders do not fly to the 
races, unless they pay for the airline 
tickets out of their own pockets. Other 
than that, the riders enjoy the same 
treatment, as if they rode for the fac- 
tories. As long as they do their part, 
such as training, practicing and doing 
the best they can out on the track, Bob 
will pick up the tab for just about any- 
thing they need. “I take care of all the 
arrangment for everything. Hotel 
rooms for the mechanics, etc., etc. We 
even have a health club here in Cor- 
ona for whoever is out here to stay. 
Everybody has a membership there 
and they all can go to the health club 
anytime of the day. They all have 
their own membership cards which I 
take care of. I pay for everything. The 
only thing that they have to worry 
about is their riding and their train- 
ing, and if they can get that down, 
then they can keep their mental atti- 
tude where they need to have it. That 
is really important to them, they 
don't want the headaches of people 
calling up and saying 'We want you 
to be there and be here and we will 
pay this much and this much.' The 
riders don't know what to ask in a lot 
of cases and they really don't care.” 
Room and board isn't a problem 
either for the riders. Mostof the riders 
live at Bob's house. “It’s kind of a 
family type of affair and everyone 
travels together and lives together. 
Weall know each other and we are in 
areal relaxed atmosphere. Hicks attri- 
butes success of late to this. He is 
relaxed and he can do all the things 
hecan do. I have five people who live 
with us at my house, so that Team 
Tamm can conserve money. We have 
a bitchin’ set of bunk beds in two of 
the rooms and the other room has a 
queen size bed in it. We have to con- 
serve money too. There is no foun- 
tain that we can turn on in the morn- 
ing and all these dollar bills соте 
running out.” 1 





Bob isn't the only person who runs 
theteam. He has quite a few employees 
that he says each one plays a very 
important role at what they do. “There 
is a lot of heart and soul here, a lot of 
sweat and blood that nobody ever 
sees. I see it, though. I see everybody 
who gets here between six and eight 
in the morning and who doesn't 
leave here until six or eight at night.” 

Of course there is Julie. Julie is 
considered by everyone as the team's 
"Mom." But, business-wise, she takes 
care of the finances, PR work and 
advertising their new line of MX 
apparel. Then there is George Quay. 
Bob met George in Florida and hired 
him to work the clothing line. But as 
things got a little more hectic, Quay 
took on more responsibilities, like 
managing and assisting the riders in 
their training and helping in making 
arrangements for travel and race prep- 
arations. On the road, Quay became 
Hicks' mechanic, and at the end of 
the 1983 season, Bob appointed 
George as vice president of Team 
Tamm. 

In the future, Bob sees that moto- 
cross racing will take on a big change 
and he plans on being part of that 
change. “There is no doubt that by 
1986 there will have to be two or three 
more teams just like Team Tamm. 
Part of the success of motocross, 
unfortunately, is resting in our hands. 
We are not the saviors, but on the 
other hand, we have the chance to 
show the other major sponsors that 
are available in this country that, 
with the right management and the 
right people, you can put together a 
strong privateer effort. And if we can 
do some winning this year and stay 
consistent, I definitely believe we will 
see some major sponsors getting in- 
volved.” 

What it boils down to is that pro- 
fessionalism, determination and team- 
work is what Team Tamm is all 
about. “Nobody ever complains or 
bitches here. If we tell them we need 
them here on Sunday morning at 5 
a.m., I guarantee every single person 
will be here.

world champ 





Shawn Moran

If you’re a speedway hardcore and remember 
Shawn Moran at Ascot back in 1978 and 
1979, then you know why he’s called “The 


Miracle Worker. 


Long Track Champion. He 
won the U.S. National Cham- 
pionship in 1982 and the U.S. 
Long Track title in 1979 and 
1980. Moran, team captain for the 
Sheffield Tigers in the British Speed- 
way League, helped the U.S. defeat 
the British in the Test Matches in 
1982 — the same year the Americans 
won the World Team Cup. Just turned 
22, Moran has a lot of trophies. 

It’s a Thursday night at Ascot, 
August ‘79. Handicap Consy. Four 
riders — Mike Peddicord, Dave Sims, 
Glenn Hutchinson and Phil Cagnon 
— are in a tight bunch nearing turn 
four. A few lengths back is the Nation- 
al champ Mike Bast, riding the pole. 
On the outside and behind the champ 
is "The Miracle Worker." Suddenly, 
Moran gets the drive of a lifetime, 
and whizzes by Bast as if he's riding a 
moped. Meanwhile, the other four 
riders are locked up and sideways, 
wheel to wheel.. Moran passes all four 
of them around turn four — the last 
two on an out-of-control wheelie. 
You could almost see them sigh col- 
lectively as in where-the-hell-did-he- 
.come-from as Moran flies by. He has 


_a 10-length lead by the start/finish

line. When's the last time you saw 
five guys passed on one bend in 
speedway? 

Racing since 1970, Shawn was a 
terror in Junior Speedway but had to 
wait until his l6th birthday and the 
1978 season to test his not-negligible 
night moves on the good guys. Shawn 
soon found a track he could relate to 
— the awesome Ascot quarter-mile. 
While a Second or even a Third Di- 
vision rider elsewhere, Moran began 
regularly thrashing the First Division 
hot guysat Ascot on Thursday nights, 
in the process earning himself a 
nickname courtesy of announcer 
Bruce Flanders. 

Moran swept the 1978 Ascot quali- 
fier, including а с onvincing win over 
Mike Bast in the main event, and 
became the youngest rider ever to 
qualify for Nationals. 

'The season-opening 1979 Spring 
Classic was just that as an all-star cast 
of European riders came over to try 
the sideways life California-style. At 
Ascot — the only place herode — the 
Europeans, including four World 
Champions, got their first look at 
Moran — long looks at his back, 
really. In some of the most exciting 
speedway ever, Moran won his first 














three rides, coming from last each 
time and passing people like Ivan 
Mauger, Peter Collins, Anders Micha- 
nek and Malcolm Simmons, on the 
outside. It was then and there that the 
British decided Moran would do just 
fine racing in England. 

Unfortunately for U.S. racing fans, 
that's exactly where Shawn has been 
since the 1980 season. We get to see 
him just four or five times during a 
good year. Those Sheffield fans sure 
are lucky, but perhaps we can make a 
deal with them: they give us back 
Moran, and we'll give them, well, 
anything. (How about the Angels 
and a week of sunshine?) 

Moran is magic on a motorcycle 
—he wins, almost wins, or comes 
back on his shield. The latter became 
a bad habit he got into this year — he 
broke his arm in March at San Ber- 
nardino, then his leg in England in 
an August injury that threatened to 
finish him for the year, not to men- 
tion keep him out of the World Long 
Track final a month later. 

"Well, I was guest riding at Hack- 
ney, a fast, tight-cornered track, on 
the Friday night before the World 
'Team Cup final. I was in third place 
behind two Hackney riders. One of 
them, a Danish rider named Finn 
Thomsen, went low to the pole, so 
naturally, I went high. But then, he 
drifted up right in front of me. It was 
just impossible to do anything. I hit 
his back wheel, then crashed into the 
chain-link fence. My bike broke my 
leg just below my left knew when it 
hit me. 

“Thad to wait in the ambulance for 
three races before they would take me 
to the hospital. I guess they wanted to 
finish the program, or something. 
The Hackney doctors pinned my leg 
and had me in traction before Bobby 
Swartz and some friends came and 
got me a few days later and drove me 
to Scotland — six hours one way — to 
Dr. Carlo Biaggi, the best speedway 
























































doctor there is. 

“On the Sunday before the World 
Long Track Final, he had me walk- 
ing around on crutches, and by the 
following Tuesday, walking with a 
cane and no crutches. І had heard 
that the Czechs would make everyone 
walk out onto the track under their 
own power, so there was no way I was 
going to miss out on a world-class 
event, especially after advancing 
through all the qualifiers. 

“I was able to practice four times 
before I had to go to Czechoslovakia, 
about 35 laps each time. The first 
time they had to pick me up and set 
me on my bike. It was also quite a 
hassle just getting to Marianzke 
Lazne, the place in Czechoslovakia 
where the race was to be held. There 
were a lot of transfer flights and a lot 
of walking, and I was pretty burned 
out when I got there. 

“But I rode in the official practice 
on Saturday and my leg felt OK. even 
though I bumped it a few times. A 
long track bike is a lot different than 
a speedway bike; it's bigger for one 
thing, and it's actually a lot easier to 
ride. When you're going over 100 
mph, you don't have to work so hard, 
your momentum helps keep you up 
and you don't have to corner so hard 
which was good for my leg. Since it 
was my first long track and because of 
my leg, no one gave me much of a 
chance. 

"It was pretty nuts on race day. 
About 25,000 people showed up to 
watch. Since Czechoslovakia is where 
Jawas are made, the whole place was 
Jawa this, Jawa that, Jawa every- 
thing. If the hometown boy, Jiri 
Stancl, had've won, the place would've 
went berzerk. 

“I managed to get my gates and had 
14 out of a possible 18 points after my 
three heats, then I won my semi, 
which left me sitting pretty good. 1 
was pretty tired for the main, butall I 
had to do to win was finish in fourth 





or better, and I ended up third. 

“Td like to thank Don Godden, 
who did a fantastic job on my engines. 
I ride a Weslake for speedway, but a 
Godden is the best long track bike. 

"Winning the World Long Track 
title could actually turn out better for 
me than winning the world indivi- 
dual speedway title. I should make a 
lot of money next season riding at 
long track and grass track meetings 
on the continent. I'm hoping for 
about 40 meetings next year on the 
continent, mostly on Sundays." 

"] got started riding mini bikes 
with my brother Kelly at Saddleback 
Park and Indian Dunes. One day we 
saw Gene Woods practicing on his 
speedway bike so my dad took us 
both to Costa Mesa to check it out. 

“Pretty soon, I was riding Junior 
Speedway against my brother, Lance 
King and Dennis Sigalos. It really 
helped my confidence and my atti- 
tude to ride competitively, instead of 
just practicing alone all the time. 
When Kelly turned 16, and I was still 
15, I took up surfing and hardly went 
to any of Kelly's races. 

"In 1978, when the season rolled 
around, I started racing but wasn't 
very. successful anywhere except at 
Ascot. I really got into it, the size and 
all; I've always liked that track. 

"But that was all a long time ago. 
I've been riding in British speedway 
for four seasons now. This season 
didn't start off so well, breaking my 
arm, I mean. But as long as I get 
better, that's OK, but if I stay the 
same, I feel let down. I guess this year 
turned out fine. 

"I'd like to race in Australia this 
winter, but I'm not sure yet. Right 
now, I'm just having fun being home 
in southern California. I love it here, 
but as far as the racing goes, I like it 
in England. It's much more profes- 
sional over there. For instance, the 
referee sits in a box high enough to 
see the entire track. 

“I live in a place called Ecclesfield 
— it's only about five minutes away 
from my home track, Sheffield. I like 
the track; it's the biggest on the cir- 
cuit; it's 440 yards long and D-shaped. 
I race at least twice a week, but some- 
times 14 days in a row. It depends. 

"When I come back here during 
the season and see all these guys — I 
hardly know any of them — and every- 
body's going for it. It didn't used to, 
but now Handicap racing worries 
me. It's hard to adapt right away. I 
like San Berdoo, at least until the last 
Spring Classic, no, only kidding; I’m 
into the shape. Costa Mesa is a good 
track but I don't like the low fences. 
Ventura is OK, too. Basically, I just 
like the atmosphere when I'm home. 

"I'm just a speedway rider. I love 
riding, racing and going fast. It's a 
bitchin' feeling. I don't like bad pro- 
moters, some of the stupid tire and 
carburator rules or tracks that have 
poor safety features like Hackney 
where I broke my leg, Kelly broke his 
back, and Denny Pyeatt and other 
riders died. 

"I'm not going to race until I'm 30 
or 40, but maybe just six or eight 
more years. I want to be financially 
independent. It's not easy; it takes a 
lot of effort and expense. When you 
blow an engine, that's six hundred 
bucks." 

It'sa Friday night at Costa Mesa in 
1979 and there's just no way Moran is 
going to win this match race, cer- 
tainly not with Gene Woods holding 
a three-length lead coming around 
turn four to the checkered. But, what's 
this? Here comes Moran with such a 
powerful drive that he lost his bike! 
Moran's bike bucks him off and he 
flies across the line just ahead of his 
bike and Woods, landing 10 feet past 
the line, sliding on his knees. Just 
another night for “The Miracle Wor-

Liguified € distinctively Swedish

Change comes slowly to those products manu- 
factured by Husqvarna Motorcyklar AB in 
Sweden. When changes are made, they are 
not of a drastic nature, but rather follow a 


play-it-safe, form-follows- 
function approach. The 250CR 
is not just another new water- 
cooled motocrosser — it is a 
Husqvarna, meaning that what you 
get is a bike that has been honed and 
refined over the past several years, 
with the liquid-cooling feature added 
as simply another essential step in 
the evolutionary process. That cau- 
tious formula is a proven winner and 
not likely to change in the near 
future. 

This latest Scandinavian moto- 
crosser glistens with many other less 
noticeable improvements and when 
taken as a whole is a very effective dirt 
weapon. Liquid cooling brings the 
machine to the same technological 
level as other bikes in the quarter- 
liter class. And aslong as you have no 
objections to the overall white color 
scheme, this Swede could be your berm- 
laden link to winner's circle. 

Previous editions of the Husky 
250cc motor, in standard tune, were 
not endowed with extravagant 
amounts of raw horsepower. Rather, 
they. were designed to operate most 





efficiently in the lower ranges of the 
powerband, all the while churning 
out an adequate amount of ponies to 
get the job at hand done. That com- 
bination worked well enough on 
rough, tight, technical tracks, with 
nearly all of the available power going 
directly to the ground. When the ter- 
rain opened up, Husky riders were 
often left asking for more. Enter the 
245cc liquid-cooled mill. 

Engineers began with the same 
primary-kick start-equipped lower 
end assembly that began life in the 
frame of the '82 Husky 250s. Most of 
the running gear within the confines 
of those case halves, including the 
gear pairs that form the heart of the 
six-speed transmission, have been 
retained in the latest edition. 

Changes in the lower end are indeed 
not within the cases, but are located 
to either side of the crankshaft 
assembly. On the left, the clutch is 
equipped with an improved friction 
plate design. On the opposite side, 
the internal rotor Motoplat ignition 
system appears identical to that used 
in last year's bike, with the exception 
of an alteration of the advance curve 


' to retain greater 





to match the power characteristics of 
the new linde design. 

Faithful Husky followers will 
notice the switch to a center exhaust 
port accompanying the water-jacketed 
cylinder and head. Upon closer in- 
spection with the finless head re- 
moved, you will note the appearance 
of two smaller exhaust ports, one to 
either side of the large central passage- 
way, all of which collectively form 
what Husky calls a “‘triple-port ex- 
haust." The reasoning behind this 
layout, along with flowing more 
exhaust gases at higher rates, is to 
keep the overall height of the ports 
lower, which according to Husky's 
Dick Burleson, prevents theresulting 
powerband from taking on a pipey 
feeling. 

Taking residence within the 
69.5mm diameter bore of the cylinder 
is a graphite-coated piston, claimed 
amounts of precious 
lubricating oil on its surface as it goes 

about its up-and-down business. 
Tighter clearances can be run as a 
result, which all adds up to a piston 
that produces less friction, and over- 
all power benefits. 

Carburetion is provided by a 38mm 
Mikuni, a standard item on all 250 
Huskys since 1978. But wait — the 
throttle, the usual straight-pull item, 
has an even silkier feel to its action 
than other late model Huskys. Cast- 
ing a look at the carburetor reveals a 
flat-slide design, the light feel of the 
throttle brought on by the lower 





weight of the slide. Once turned into 
a mist, theair/fuel mixture is fed into 
an eight-petal reed valve. Definitely a 
state-of-the-art arrangement. 

Driven off the left side of the crank- 
shaft is the water pump, a simple 
impeller design. The only problem 
we see in this area is the very close 
proximity of theradiator hose, which 
exits from the pump, to the exhaust 
pipe. We'd like to see a bit more 
clearance to prevent a melted hose. 

As with the carb, Husky also turned 
to Japanese technology to supply the 
radiator. Manufactured by Nippon- 
denso, it has a shape and size that 
would be at home on any Oriental 
machine equipped with a single radi- 
ator. Even the plastic cowling, with 
its sculptured design, could grace a 
Japanese bike if molded in red, yel- 
low or green rather than white. A 
standard 50/50 mix of water and anti- 
freeze forms the coolant, with the 
cooling surfaces protected by a wire 
mesh screen. 

The motor is nestled into basically 
the same frame as the '83 model, with 
a split cradle design adapted in the 
engine area to accommodate the cen- 
ter exhaust layout. The 250CR shares 
its frame with the 125CR, also water- 
cooled for '84. Air-cooled models 
remaining in the '84 Husky line 
retain the straight single downtube 
frame. 

Suspension has been pulled almost 


entirely from the '83 line. The 40mm 


fork differs only in having a 10mm

Theseating position is decidedly 
more forward, made possible by a 
shorter plastic gas tank. Yes, we said 
plastic — Husky has ditched those 
beautiful formed aluminum tanks in 
favor of the synthetic variety. The 
tank, too, is mounted lower on the 
frame, and carries much of its fuel 
down low, thanks to the asymmetrical 
design. The right side is extended 
earthward several inches, with pay- 
load capacity of 2.8 gallons. 

Allof the changes come together to 
create a lower center of gravity, and 
when combined with tighter steering 
geometry and the forward seating 
position create a handling masterpiece 
that is easily adapted to. 








easily and started after only a few jabs 
of the new forged kick starter. After a 
few minutes of warm-up to get the 
coolant flowing smoothly, it was 
onto the motocross track. Our first 
impression of the available power 
was a favorable one — there was 
plenty of low-end punch, easily a 
match for the air-cooled Husky 250 
motor. Advancing the throttle a few 
more degrees brought about a de- 
lightful mid-range punch, much 
stronger than what you would expect 
to get from its predecessor. That 
power surge continues well into the 
upper limits of the rpm range, then 
levels off. 

While you can ride it like a tor- 
quer, its obvious after a few minutes 
in the saddle that the up-scale nature 
of the powerband, which is more 
closely aligned with that of its Orien- 
tal counterparts, begs for larger 
throttle openings. The hyper-power 
side of the motor is needed for today's 
motocross tracks, all the while co- 
existing with a friendly, controllable 
facet that is equally at home on hare 
scrambles courses. To put the overall 
motor manners into perspective, the 
new power plant produces a health- 
ier dose all around than did the '83 
version. 

Suspension performance on late,

ally acclaimed as опа раг with other 
systems, and this latest edition, dual 
rear shocks and all, will carry on the 
tradition. This arrangement may lack 
the elaborate linkages and pivots, but 
simplicity is something we can easily 
live with when the system functions 
this well. 

In the complaint department, our 
list was quite short. During our first 
ride, we developed an immediate hate 
for the Mach grips. Replace them 
with a pair formed from a much softer 
compound. We found our left leg 
contacting the exhaust pipe on some 
of the tighter left hand corners. There's 
not much you can do about it — the 
peculiar shape of the pipe is dictated 
by the position of the radiator. The 
front portion of the pipe also hangs 
down below the engine cradle — we 
would have to wager against its sur- 
vival in rocky terrain. 

The double-leading shoe front 
brake, introduced in 1983, proved to 
beacapable stopper. The full-floating 
rear set-up has been enhanced by an

improved brake pedal design. A ser- 
rated edge makes for more sure-footed 
braking, with the pedal pivot now a 
sealed roller bearing rather than a 
simple bushing. 

As a package, we could find few 
glitches. Handling and suspension 
are definite strong suits. Overall 
engine performance is excellent in 
our book, and we are told that an 
accessory exhaust pipe will soon be 
available through Husqvarna’s Husky 
Products line that will boost the mid- 
range power output even more — if 
you think you really need it. All 
components are top quality — Ohlins 
shocks, Trelleborg/Pirelli tires, 
Magura controls, right down to the 
aluminum silencer. 

We can only see one problem... . 
bikes such as this are often in short 
supply. Luckily, we were able to 
spend time aboard one of the first 
production units available in the 
U.S., then had to reluctantly give it 
back. If this bike is you, now is the 
time to get on the waiting list. ©

Schreiber keeps his cup 
in V.O.T.E. toughie

LITTLEROCK, CA, DEC. 10 


Bernie Schreiber jetted home from Italy just 
in time to retain possession of the top trophy 
for the Valley Observed Trials Enthusiasts’ 
Schreiber Cup Trial. Motorcycle shows and 


arena trials had kept the three- 
time American champion busy 
overseas since the conclusion 
of the World Trials Series in 
September. 

The Schreiber Cup, the final Amer- 
ican Trials Association (Experts only) 
points event of the year, drew 21 start- 
ers, an attendance drop of eight from 
the previous year. Threatening 
weather may have hurt. Big rocks, 
water, and gnarly hillclimbs definitely 
keep the turnout low. Those who did 
show tackled а 12-section loop three 
times.

parking area. Section four was justa 
splash away, across a stream. 

Sections five and six were positions 
just off the fire road leading up the 
mountain. Then a five-minute ride 
brought riders and viewers to the 
final six sections, grouped within 400 
yards of each other. 

Hicklin hoped to provide demand- 
ing sections while lowering the scores 
compared to past Schreiber Cups. He 
hit his mark. Schreiber dropped 53 
marks, one of the lowest scores ever 
for the event. 

Section two proved the most trou- 
blesome, even for Schreiber who fived 
it twice after threeing it on his first 
attempt. The riders entered at the 
base of a slope along a large rock face 
and then turned right to attack a 30- 
foot climb over loose, rocky soil. A 
nasty rock step near the base of the 
climb stopped most. And the few, 





who made it still had to handle two 
turns anda massive boulder blocking 
the exit gate. 

Bernie tried something different 
on his first attempt. Lining up 90 
degrees off the line used by other rid- 
ers, he attacked the triangular rock 
wall head-on. Despite the bumpy, 
abbreviated approach, he was able to 
blast his SWM up the rock face. 

Schreiber recorded 15 of the 31 
Expert cleans. Support riders man- 
aged 20 cleans with their modified 
sections. 

Bill Wachendorfer, Super Senior 
number five in national competition 
this year, won the fabled Vasco da 
Gama Travelers Award for flying in 
from Missouri to compete. Bill, who 
hosted a celebration for Bernie after 
he clinched the national title last fall, 
was Schreiber’s guest on the coast. 

Arizona visitors included former 
SWM importer Ron Saum, his son 
Andy, dealer Joe Crook, Bob Pen- 
nington, and Jerry Bridges. Six of the 
1] Expert starters motored down from 
P.LT.S. country. Just four starters 
carried ATA cards: Schreiber, Mark 
Oldar, John Robertson, and Kevin 
Norton, the year’s number one Ama- 
teur. 

Kip Webb (Mon), ninth in the 
nation this year, challenged Schreiber 
on the first loop. His 23 was just five 
off the pace. But Bernie lowered his 
second lap score to 14 while Kip went 
up to 24. Schreiber’s third loop bal- 
looned to 21 while Webb dropped 26. 

Webb s strong second place show- 
ing аддед го his string of impressive 











performances. Just two years earlier 
he was a Support rider at the Schreiber 
Cup, the class winner despite break- 
ing a wrist. He has since become 
northern California’s top rider dis- 
playing a style that mixes modern 
stop-and-go with carry-the-bloody- 
bike-up-the-hill physicality. 

Andy Saum (SWM) took third with 
a 95, 22 points behind Webb. A 28 on 
the last loop just seven off Schreiber's 
final lap score, enabled Clive Belvoir 
(Fan) to claim fourth place, five points 
behind Saum and two ahead of local 
rider John Robertson (Cag). 

Reiji Nakayama (Yam) guided his 
Bay Area 250 Monotrialer to a five 
point victory over Arizona’s Bob Pen- 
nington. Bob squeaked by statemate 
Ron Saum by a single point. 
V.O.T.E.'s Gary Conrad claimed 
fourth, trailed by Scott Annand (Bay 
Area Honda TL.200) and Jack Hemin- 
way. 

As support winner, Nakayama re- 
ceived the first annual Grencius Cup 
award, donated by Bay Area Cycle 
Centre in memory of 1982 Support 
winner Joe Grencius, a V.O.T.E. 
member killed in an automobile acci- 
dent this year. е

ATA president Michael 
Lauxen, sponsored by Cagiva, will 
have first dibs on the funds raised this 
year. Lauxen, ATA number two, got 
the nod because Walters had already 
been supported for trips overseas in 
1982 and 1983.

Mike Cates finished 
another two markers behind. 

In the Beginner class, Greg Bush 
was two points better than Jake Wat- 
son and F. Danielson. 

John Hemingway led all Senior A's 
with a score of 57, five points up on 
Art Webster. Missouri visitor Bill 
Wachendorfer finished six behind Art. 

Jeff Smith topped Mick Vanaman 
by one point in Senior N. Yes, the 
same Jeff Smith who won two world 
motocross titles and the Scott Time 
Trial twice. Smith indicated that Can- 
Am, which imports the Armstrong 
trials bike with their logo, is looking 
for a top rider for the 1984 National 
series. 

Dennis Nichols rode a 250 KTM 
enduro to victory in the Senior B 
class. Bill Markham finished second, 
then helped Joan Meyers (Marland 
Whaley's mother), and Sandy Riggs 
with the scoring before dashing off to 
act as master of ceremonies for the 
awards banquet. 

In a departure from past efforts, 
this year's ATA president delegated 
less authority for event set-up. Ex- 
plaining his decision, Lauren said, 
"Ive been one of the biggest bad 
mouths when a trial is bad, so with 
this event I said I was going to see 
what it was all about on the other 
end. I laid it out and marked it. 
"There's noboby else to blame but me 
this year. So far I haven't had many 
complaints.”

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Mike Melton 


Aiming for another 
National Enduro title

Mike Melton's struggle to win the National 
Enduro Championship was finally brought 
to reality in 1983, in a season in which he 
scored overall wins in seven events on the 


championship schedule and 
backed that up with a trio of 


seconds — a very creditable 
record in a best 10 out of 12 
series. 


His efforts in the two previous sea- 
sons were overshadowed by the per- 
formances of Dick Burleson and Terry 
Cunningham. In '81, Burleson won 
the title for the eighth consecutive 
time then announced his retirement. 
Cunningham and Melton finished in 
the place and show positions. Cun- 
ningham went on to garner the title 
in '82, and Melton once again was 
right there with a solid second overall 
finish. In 1983, the southerner, origi- 
nally from the small town of Butler, 
Georgia, completed his steady rise to 
the top. 

It's taken Mike several years since 
he was crowned as the SE&TRA 
Enduro Champion in 1978 to achieve 
that goal. He's currently living in 
Columbus, Ohio, in an average sub- 
urban apartment only a few miles 
from his place of employment— Husq- 
varna Motor Company. In Mike's 
case, asis also true with Cunningham, 
they are more than simply factory 
enduro riders. They also have a day-to- 
day existence behind a desk in the 
office, or in the workshop.

Cunningham, and Mike has also 
adapted well. But after the long sea- 
son and with the title in hand, he was 
ready for some relaxation. 

"It's definitely one of my better 
years! I was pretty fortunate all year 
long — but things may turn around 
the other way for next year, and 
maybe I won't do as well. Sometimes 
you can get it all together and other 
times you can't, and in '82 things 
weren't going all that well. I'm kind 
of glad that 1t's all over for this sea- 
son, and with things going like they 
did Гуе managed to stay pretty 
pumped up about riding. Right now, 
I'm really looking forward to going 
down home and spending some time 
with my family, and maybe even get- 
ting lucky enough to shoot me a 


deer.” ў Ч 

With the title behind him, you 
might think Mike would have tried 
to get away from the competition 
scene as much as possible after the 
Nationals were over. The opposite 
was true. He has continued to attack 
local enduros and hare scrambles on 
a weekly basis, placing more notches 
in the win column, no doubt aided by 
the increased confidence that accom- 
panies a prestigious title. Striving for 
that goal has been a way of life for 
Mike since his days in southern 





my goals was to go to the ISDE and 
do well over there, and to win the 
National Enduro Championship. 
Getting the title has meant a lot to me 
— there's a lot people that really 
want it but will never actually have 
it. I've accomplished something in 
my life rather than just staying at 
home and working ina plant the rest 
of my life—I couldn't go back to that. 
But racing is not a piece of cake like 
most people think—you do a lot of 
traveling, you do a lot of work and 
many times it’s seven days a week. 
While it’s work, it’s an enjoyable 
kind of work for me.” 

In this case, work can be defined as 
not only regular competition at the 
National level, but also as a nine-to- 
five type of employment where Mike 
spends his time between events — 
prepping his bikes, of course, but 
also as a Husky technical representa- 
tive. 

"Working at Husky has gone pretty 
well. When you do get time to work 
on your bike, the phone is constantly 
ringing. I don't mind talking to our 
dealers and customers—that's what 
we're here for. Terry and I also take 
care of service schools we offer to new 
dealers that cover rebuilding motors, 
suspensions, and things in general. 
When I can help someone over the 
phone with a problem thejob is even 
better.”

The final third is Burleson, who 
manages the operation. These three 
men have collectively held the Na- 
tional Enduro title for the past decade. 

“It's helped me out a lot getting to 
work alongside Dick. The most 
important thing that he helped me 
with is my mental attitude. Since the 
time I moved here from Butler, it’s 
been a big help. Of course, he has 
made sure I prepped the bikes right, 
but he’s always made me try harder 
and told me to work out more. You 
can't just say, ‘Hey, I’m in good 
enough shape to do it.’ He always 
tries to get me enthused about train- 
ing, and pushed me so I would get on 
some sort of regular program. He's 
always there if you need any kind of 
questions answered about riding or 
whatever — he's been down the road, 
so he knows what it takes. 

“As far as training goes, | usually 
start the year by working out at Nau- 
tilus three times per week. That will 
usually last well into March and 
April and after that I'll do it when I^ 
can since we're into the riding sea- 
son. When the National enduros start, 
we'll leave on Friday morning and 
get back on Monday, and with work- 
ing the rest of the week there's not 
always time to get in all of the train- 
ing I'd like to do. I don't worry about 
it so long as I'm riding every week.

“Enduros are still my main goal, 
since I'm better totally in the woods 
than in a Qualifier where motocross 
riding counts. Every summer I ride as 
much motocross as possible, but I 
need more practice there. We're as 
good on the trail as anyone in the 
world. In the first special test in 
Wales, my score was the fifth best of 
everyone there, and that's the best I've 
ever done there.” 

After having talked to Mike, it's 
quite obvious he loves to bench race. 
Yet there is one subject that will 
make his eyes light up immediately 
when you mention it — deer hunt- 
ing. Pursuit of the white-tailed deer 
is his major form of escape from the 
world of two-wheelers. 

“I grew up around deer hunting. 
My dad has always hunted every year 
and that's about the only thing that 
would keep him from going to some 
of the enduros with me. Deer season 
would always open on the day there 
was an enduro, so he'd have to stay 
home. I like it a lot, but since I've 
been up here I haven't been able to do 
as much, so ГИ go back home for а 
week or so to get some in. This year 
I'll have most of the month of Decem- 
ber down in Georgia to do it.

when you're hunting them and one 
comes out, the adrenaline just starts 
flowing! What's even worse is when 
you're sitting up in your stand and 
you hear one walking up behind you 
— you know it has to be a deer — you 
want to turn around so bad and your 
heart is ticking away, but if you do 
he'll be gone. The adrenaline gets 
flowing a lot more than most people 
think. 

"We usually hunt with rifles, but 
this year I'll be trying it for the first 
time with a bow and arrow. It’s no 
trouble to get a deer with a rifle, but 
with a bow it'll be quite a challenge. 
With the rifle you can be a long dis- 
tance away, but with the bow you 
have to get a lot closer and you don’t 
get a second chance.” 

Mike quickly gave a lot of credit to 
his parents, Ann and Woodrow, for 
his having attained the goal of Na- 
tional Enduro Champion. “They've 
been behind me completely. They 
weren't able to go to the first event 
since it was in California, and they 
missed the one in Oklahoma. They 
also didn’t get to the Delaware 
National since my dad wasn’t feeling 
well. But they went to every other 
one of the Nationals and they doa lot 
of driving. Nobody is buying their 
gas or anything—they spend all of 
their own money to get there. And 
once they’re there, they do the best for 
me that they can. 

“When I come into a gas stop, all I 
need to do is whatever I need done 
and they'll take care of the rest — 


. gassing .the bike, lubing the chain 


'and'everything else. ТЕ there is an aux- 








iliary gas stop, I can always count on 
them to find it and be there — I don't 
every worry about it. 

“It's also helped me quite a bit hav- 
ing competed in the SE&TRA enduros 
when I started out — definitely a 
good way for anyone to start. It’s like 
a mini National circuit, since you go 
all over the southeastern part of the 
country and you have just about 
every type of terrain that there is 
except for desert. My most favorite 
place of all is the sand in South 
Carolina. When we would have а real 
muddy run back then, if I would win 


the other guys would usually get 
closer to my score. But at one of the 
sand runs I would put more of a dis- 
tance on them— you could go fast on 
that sand. 

"Another place that I like to ride is 
up in Michigan. Every year we head 
up for a trail ride that Leonard Keen 
(owner of Gladwin Cycle in Gladwin, 
Michigan) puts on. It’s great to get 
up in the woods and get totally loose!” 

Injuries are common in most types 
of motorcycle competition, but Mike 
has had relatively few to impede his 
progress to the top of the woods rider 
community. “You're always getting 
minor injuries to fingers, toes and 
ankles, but the most serious thing 
was knocking my shoulder out of 
joint. After that, it would pop out of 
joint real easy while I was riding, sol 
had it operated on to shorten up the 
muscles so that it would stay in joint. 
It took quite a while for it to heal, but 


now jt feels fine. Other than that]’ve 


been pretty lucky. 





“The only other thing that hap- 
pened was that I tweaked my ankle 
pretty good before the ISDE in '82. I 
rode with it all through the ISDE and 
in the last few National enduros. It 
didn't heal up completely until after 
the season was over when I had time 
to relax." 

After his competition career ulti- 
mately comes to an end, Mike is not 
entirely certain what path he will 
take. However, he does know where 
he wants to settle later in life. “One 
day I'm sure that 1'11 be back in Butler 
or some place close—at least in 
Georgia. I've been thinking about 
maybe coming up with a line of rid- 
ing gear later on, or some other type 
of product line. It might be nice to 
just have a cabin back in the woods 
and get away from everything." 

Before those days arrive, you can 
rest assured that Mike will continue 
to concentrate his efforts on winning. 
"I have read in Cycle News that 
Kevin (Hines) said that he was going 
to win the National Enduro and 
National Hare Scrambles titles next 
year, which he might do. But he's 
going to have to work for it—you 
don't just collect the award at the end 
of the year. I think that he's going to 
be some good competition next year, 
along with a couple of other guys. 
I'm going to do everything just like I 
did it this year as far as training, and 
by ending this season by winning it 
makes it easier to start the new sea- 
son. My attitude. is a lot better. If

A dream ride in the 


desert

Tomesha. The Piute Indian word for 
“ground afire.” Death Valley. A name given 
it by the '49ers who almost perished in it. If I 
could change its name, I'd call it Wonderment 


Valley. Since the '49ers first 
crossed the valley, thousands 
have explored this extraordi- 
nary area. 

Death Valley has much to offer 
anyone who visits. For the passenger- 
car-bound tourist, the paved roads 
will take you to many historic and 
scenic spots. But the dirt back roads 
can lead you to sites seldom seen 
except in а few picture books. The

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With over two million acres within 
Death Valley National Monument, we 
have just scratched the surface in the 
past five annual rides. 

After a six-month self-imposed exile 
from my trusty scooter, my friends 
and I returned to Furnace Creek for 
the sixth annual Death Valley ride. 
As we did last year, we used Furnace 
Creek Campground as our base. The 
beauty of this place is a neat camp- 
site, a gas station, a cafe (somewhat 
expensive), a store, ice and a motel 

»in-the- 








dirt lovers. None of our group took 
the soft way. 

Unfortunately in the past few years, 
due to federal budget cuts, the mon- 
ument has been forced to close many 
miles of their fine dirt roads. Further 
closures have been made to supposedly 
protect rocks, cactus and bits of sand. 
Luckily there is still enough to keep 
most scooter riders happy. 

October and November, to me, is 
the prime time to visit the valley. 
Warm days, cool nights and very sta- 
ble weather increases the enjoyment 
of the riders. Winter and spring rains 
can dampen your riding spirit. The 
blistering summer heat will surely 
kill it. 

There are several ways into the val- 
ley by conventional vehicles. State 
Route 190 from Olancha via Townes 
Pass and State Route 178 from Trona 
are the most scenic but are not recom- 
mended for large RVs or trailers. It 
can be done with just a motorcycle 
trailer in tow. State Route 127 out of 
Baker to Death Valley Junction, then 
190 to Furnace Creek is the flattest 
and least zig-zaggy. You can take 178 
out of Shoshone to Furnace Creek 
but approximately 20 extra miles is 
added on. This route is also fairly 
flat. 

The valley, as we know it, is just a 
kid. Thereal valley was formed some 
five to 35 million years ago. Through 
volcanic action the mountains rose 
and the valley floor sank. It is really a 
“fault basin” or “graben” and not a 
true valley. By definition a valley is 
only formed by stream action. A good 








portion of the area is 8000 to 10.000 
feet above its rock base. Through the 
years, Mother Nature has washed 
rocks and sand from the surrounding 
lofty peaks to partly fill itin. Eons in 
the future it's possible that there will 
be no valley, just a rocky and sandy 
plain. If this happens, its Indian 
name of Tomesha may not apply. 

The valley is a wonderous place. It 
ranges from a minus 282 to 11,049 
feet. From the hot alkali flats near 
Furnace Creek to the sub-alpine cli- 
mate in the Panamint Mountains, 
the change is dramatic. 

If your special interest is wildlife, 
several unique forms inhabit Death 
Valley. The most famous are the 
pupfish that live in several warm 
salty pools and the Desert Big Horn 
Sheep. I've never seen the pupfish but 
I've viewed the big horns up in the 
Panamints and they are magnificent. 
It is estimated only 300 of these beau- 
tiful animals are left in the monu- 
ment. 

It's hard to believe but borate is 
still being mined in Death Valley 
National Monument. First found in 
1873 and mined starting in 1881, it 
was mined until 1928. In 1971 after a 
43-year lapse, Borate mining resumed 
due to a loophole in the law. Talc is 
also mined in Warm Springs Canyon. 

The first day was taken up arriving 
at the campsite, checking with the 
rangers and paying a visit to the two 
museums. The one at the Visitor 
Center and the Borax Museum at 
Furnace Creek Ranch are both ‘free. 
and well worth the time for a look.

bly the least visited place in Death 
Valley Monument. I have never seen 
anyone other than my own group in 
there. I usually enter from the Pana- 
mint Valley side via Goler Wash. 

Having been in Butte Valley five 
times we elected to head southeast 
some 12.1 miles to the mill ruins. 
This turned out to be a very wise deci- 
sion as the bike with the sidecar, its 
passenger and extra weight, was 
drinking fuel like a thirsty camel. 
The 250, legal but still a racer, wasn't 
doing much better. The 30-plus miles 
saved by skipping Butte Valley still 
had both running on fumes when we 
returned to our campsite. My trusty 
and thrifty TS wrung out a beautiful 
69.4 miles to the gallon. 

Southeast of the Salt Well Tanks 
we had to run through some nasty silt 
beds. These were the worst I have ever 
been in. Being in the lead I was in 
pretty good shape, but the other rid- 
ers had to back off to a half mile apart 
just so they could see. One rider 
thought I had done a horific endo 
when I disappeared into the first bed. 
From the tanks bear left and at 38.6 
you cross the road going up Warm 
Springs Canyon and into Butte Val- 
ley. Continue and pavement shows at 
41.5 miles. Turn right, motor down 
to 43.3 and turn right. This is the 
Ashford Mill Ruins.

A double order of cement 
was delivered by mistake and it was 
cheaper to use it than send it back. 
The descriptive sign almost tells it 
all. 

An easy return can be made by fol- 
lowing the paved road back to Fur- 
nace Creek. By using this route you 
can visit Badwater, the Natural Bridge 
and ride through the Artists Palette. 
The older folks on the ride will prob- 
ably welcome some smooth pavement. 
Traffic is usually no problem because 
it is lightly traveled. We used it to 
save on gas even though it is a few 
miles longer. It also makes for easy 
retrieval if the bike DNF. As in all 
Death Valley rides, a street-legal bike 
is needed along with a Class 4 license. 
Round trip on the above ride was a 
moderate 94.6 miles. 

Our second ride, a 74.8-mile run, 
was to be to Gold Valley. We left 
Furnace Creek again at 7 a.m. Set 
your odometer at 0.0 and head south 
1.6 miles to the junction of Highway 
190 and the Badwater Road. Go left, 
staying on 190 until 5.3 miles. Here 
take a right turn into the Zabriskie 
Point parking lot. You used to be 
able to drive to the top, but no more. 
The point is named after Christian . 
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190, go right to 6.5 miles and enter 
Twenty Mule Team Canyon. It was 
here the first frame house in the val- 
ley was built. It now houses The 
Вогах Museum at Furnace Creek 
Ranch. A ride through the canyon is 
kind of fun. They were shooting a 
movie and several trailers and a mile 
of cable almost blocked the road. At 
9.2 miles, resume on 190. You are in 
Death Valley Wash, the way the '49ers 
entered the area. This wash divides 
the Amargosa Range into the Black 
Mountains on the south and the 
Funeral Mountains to the north. 

Continue on 190 to 13.6 miles, turn 
right and in a short distance will be 
the entrance to the American Borate 
Company. A tad farther is the road to 
thetown of Ryan. Thetown operated 
from 1914 to 1928. It is privately 
owned and is still pretty much intact. 
It may not be visited. A narrow gauge 
railway connected Ryan with the 
Tonapah and Tidewater Railway near 
Death Valley Junction. When borax 
was discovered at Boron, Calfiornia, 
the mining shifted there. 

When we left the valley the temper- 
ature was ideal. As we got above 2000 
feet it began to drop. At 4000 feet 
some extra clothing was needed. I 
slipped into my old flannel shirt and 
stuffed my topo maps inside. Neat 
windscreen. Later it warmed a bit 
maps had to comeout Gon- 





up. Go right, staying on the pave- 
ment, proceed to and stop at 5475 foot 
high Dante's View. To theright there 
is a short trail, for foot travel only, 
out to Whitney View. You can see 
14,495 foot Mount Whitney if it's a 
clear day. Down below is Badwater at 
a minus 279 feet. Telescope Peak, the 
highest point in the monument, is 
directly across the valley. Retrace 
your route back down to the fork, 
your mileage should read 32.6. 

Turn right on to the dirt and con- 
tinue to 35.4 miles. Turn right and 
after crossing several faint side roads 
stop at 38.8 miles. There should be a 
road on your left. If it's there, this is 
the site of Furnace. Both Furnace and 
the next site we'll visit, Greenwater, 
were like an early-day Leadfield (see 
Death Valley V article Cycle News, 
November 24, 1982 issue). Small 
amounts of so-so copper ore were 
hyped, so the word spread calling it 
“the greatest strike" and “will exceed 
Butte, Montana.” With this, the rain- 
bow chasers rushed in. Furnace was 
founded shortly after Greenwater. 
There was very little ore, so the town 
folded quickly. It is said that there 
were more pounds of stock certificates 
printed and sold than pounds of ore 
taken. Tailings from several mines 
can still be seen. 

Finding Greenwater can be a little 
tricky, but with a topo it makes it a 
lot easier: From the center of Fürríace 








go east along a windy two-track road 
2.5 miles to a fork. Go right .6 miles 
and look fora sign post. This is Green- 
water. Hard to believe that 1000 to 
2000 people once lived here. The 
original town was two miles north- 
west in a narrow canyon. In 1907 the 
town moved here on the flats to have 
room to grow. 

In 1884, Doc Trotter filed the re- 
ported first claim. It was for gold and 
silver. Doc had a burro named “Hon- 
est John" and campfire stories said 
the burro was able to pick any lock 
with a piece of bailing wire. Again in 
1894 a few claims were filed but due 
to inaccessibility and lack of water 
they were abandoned quickly. In 1905, 
Creaser and Birney discovered copper 
ore. In a short time over 2500 claims 
were filed. Many of these were later 
purchased for $4,125,000, making 
many very rich. "Shorty" Harris 
missed out due to a drunken friend. 
Harris staked out many claims and 
took the papers to Judge Decker in 
Ballarat. Decker, drunk most of the 
time, failed to file them. When the 
speculators wanted to buy the claims, 
he discovered the sad news. 

Arthur Kunze and a promoter 
named Ramsey started the town. Many 
fancy stories began to crop up about 
the fabulously rich area. One story 
claimed the lode was 12 miles long, 
five miles wide and was 75% pure 
copper. Population went from 70 to 
over 1000 in 30 days. There really was 
very little ore, but one small pocket 
tested at 189. Stores, banks, saloons 
and even a post office popped up. 
Water was hauled from Furnace Creek 
or the Amargosa River, 25 miles 
away, at $7.50-$15 per barrel. Prices 
were high for all goods. Gasoline was 
one dollar per gallon just as today. 
Diamond Tooth Lil', a lady of the 
night, had a fancy $5 "rest stop" next 
to the post office. 

It was estimated that $30 million 
was invested and now there is nothing 
but rusty tin cans and broken bottles 
to show for it. Sorry, there is the new 
sign placed by a do-gooder sometime 
in 1983. Please be careful if you do 
any exploring off the roads because 
there are some shafts 1600 vertical feet 
deep. The Greenwater Copper Com- 
pany shafts went to a depth of 1400 
feet. When the boom faded, the town 
slowly started to disappear. Build- 
ings were sold and moved, some dis- 
mantled and rebuilt elsewhere. By 
1910, Greenwater was no more. A vis- 
itor in 1941 said there was nothing 
left. Not quite true but almost. 

After checking the townsite we 
went due south 2.2 miles to Green- 
water Spring and did find it still had 
asmall trickle of water. Return to the 
center of Greenwater, head northeast 
1.8 miles to the main Greenwater 
Valley Road and turn left. Go three 
miles and you will be on the road 
used coming in. Now just retrace 
your route back to Furnace Creek. 

We were to continue on to gold 
Valley but Mother Nature had com- 
pletely washed out most of the road 
leading into Gold Valley. I couldn't 
see riding another 34 miles round 
trip in crud to see more rusty tin cans. 
Maybe I'm getting too old. I felt it 
wasn't worth the effort for an attempt. 

Maps that will be helpful are the 
USGS (Topo) California maps of 
Furnace Creek, Ryan (California- 
Nevada), Funeral Peak, Bennett's 
Well, Wingate Wash, Confidence 
Hills and Manly Peak. One of the most 
useful maps is the Auto Club's Guide 
to Death Valley. The monument pub- 
lishes a very good map of the back 
roads, and you pick one up at the 
Ranger Station. 

The entire outing was a super trip. 
Good weather, good buddies to ride 
with and many neat things to see and 
‚ explore. Take some time and do a 
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Hondaline helmet for your old 
one. Free of charge. 

Just call or go see your local 
Honda dealer. After confirma- 

7 tion, well get you a replacement 
helmet of comparable value. 

Were exchanging helmets 
because our own independent 
testing revealed that some of 
those we bought from American 
Sports Company may not conform 
to Snell standards. 

We bought them with Snell 
stickers. And sold them that way. 
But when we learned about the 
possible nonconformance, we 
decided to take action ourselves. 

The name Honda has always 
stood for safety and honesty: It's a 
reputation weve worked for and 
earned. 

And that's something we 
wouldnt trade for anything.

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Works rockets from both sides of

Strange how things often don't work out the 
way you expect. If at the start of the 1983 
racing season someone had offered me a 
modest wager against Honda winning the 


U.S. Superbike title, I'd have 
tried to persuade him to make 
it considerably less modest 
before taking him on. After their 
crushing 1-2-3 sweepat Daytona, spear- 
headed by World Champion-to-be 
Freddie Spencer, the VF750-based 
Honda Interceptors seemed a racing 
certainty for the first year of the 750cc 
Superbike championship, aided by 
Honda's steamroller approach to 
winning the séries that has eluded 
them for so long: a total of 11 com- 
plete bikes and 16 engines in all pro- 
vided the basis fora team that included 
as many as eight riders, some forming 
part of a back-up 'support' squad. By 
mid-season it seemed all over bar the 
celebrations, with six Honda victo- 
ries out of six events: yet thereafter 
things began to go terribly wrong, 
and by October we'd learned that 
there is no such thing in racing as a 
certainty. Thanks to a series of crashes 
and rider injuries, including one fate- 
ful day at Willow Springs which saw 
no less than three Hondas destroyed 
in separate accidents, the Interceptors 
had to cede overall victory to Wayne 
Rainey's Kawasaki, that ran on a 
fraction of Honda's budget and was 
completely outclassed at the start of 
the season. It was one of the most 
surprising turn-arounds in recent 
racing history. 

At the same time on the other side 
of the Atlantic, Honda appeared to 
have little or no hope of retaining 
their World Championship TT 
Formula 1 title, or of regaining the 
British crown, in the face of stern 
opposition from the works Suzukis: 
ditto their chances of success in the 
World Endurance Championship, run 
to TT Fl rules which saw 1983 as the 
final year of the 1000cc top limit, 
before it drops to 750cc for the 1984 
season. Honda decided to pin their 
hopes on an enlarged 850cc version of 
the VF750 engine, suitably modified 
for racing and housed in a state-of-the- 
art racing chassis, in hopes that they 
might still retain sufficient competi- 
tivity to make a good showing against 
the bigger, more powerful full-sized 
machines in 1983, and be a year's 
development ahead of the rest for 1984. 

A- couple of months into the sea- 
son, it seemed a horrible miscalcula- 
tion: first of all the bikes were late in 
arriving in Britain, then when they 
did it became rapidly evident that 
much of the development work 
remained to be done. Spares were in 
short supply, too, and all these fac- 
tors combined to force Honda Britain 
to revert to the old in-line fours for a 
couple of meetings while they sorted 
out the troublesome new bikes. Mean- 
time, the works alloy-framed versions 
had debuted at the Le Mans 24 Hours 
in April and encountered numerous 
troubles before retiring from the first 
of only three endurance events 
planned for that season, culminating 
in the prestigious Bol d'Or in Sep- 
tember. 

Then it all clicked: hard work and 
countless testing miles made the bike 
into a winner at one of the races 
Honda wanted to win most, the Isle 
of Man. F1. ТТ. Shortly before, Joey 


"r. Dunlop was trapped at 171 mph on 





the 850at the North West 200, and the 
speed deficiency allegedly evident at 
Le Mans was obviously no longer a 
problem. 

Back on the British short circuits, 
Aussie Wayne Gardner was proving 
the bikea winner too, scoring a string 
of successes culminating in a nail- 
biting victory in.the Silverstone GP 
round after a fairing-bashing duel 
with the works Suzukis of Mick Grant 
and Rob McElnea that had strong 
men amongst the onlookers groping 
for support. Less than a second cov- 
ered the three bikes at the finish, and 
in winning Gardner not only clinched 
a title for Honda that at the start of 
the season they could surely not in 
their wildest dreams have expected to 
win, but also proved on the fastest 
circuit in the GP circus that the 
RS850R could give away a fair bit of 
power, 150cc and probably a couple 
of pounds to the opposition, and still 
win. 

When Joey Dunlop clinched the 
ЕІ World Championship a couple of 
weeks later in Ulster, and a trio of 
French riders headed by Raymond 
Roche romped to emphatic victory in 
the Bol d'Or the following month on 
a 920cc version, Honda’s cup was 
filled to overflowing. Yet six months 
later it had all seemed so unlikely. 

At the loM TT in June we were 
favored with an exclusive look at his 
factory data by Oshira-san, the engi- 
neer in charge of the V4 racing pro- 
ject, coded NC9 inside HRC, as well 
as with a close examination of the 
bike and engine itself which, since it 
will certainly form the basis of Hon- 
da’s four-stroke racing effort for the 
conceivable future, is of particular 
significance quite apart from its close 
relationship to their road motorcy- 
cles. And when later in the уеаг уе 
were able to ride Spencer's Daytona- 
winning Interceptor Superbike and 
Gardner's RS850R TT Fl title winner 
in separate test sessions 6,000 miles 
apart, the result was a fascinating 
insight into how the world's largest 
motorcycle manufacturer goes racing 
with production-based machines. 
And, in doing so in 1983, proved the 
principle of an old saying: Win some, 
lose some. 

The engines 

The 90? water-cooled DOHC V4 
engine used in both bikes first 
appeared in late '81 on the shaft- 
driven Sabre road bike. For racing, 
though, a chain final drive was re- 
quired, hence the introduction a year 
later of the VF750F (aka Interceptor 
in America) which not only incorpo- 
rated this desirable feature but also a 
great deal of other "good stuff” 
besides. 

In short, instead of building a 
street bike and then sitting down to 
work out how to go racing with it, 
Honda engineers stood traditional 
Japanese design philosophy on its 
head and after close examination of 
the U.S. Superbike and World Cham- 
pionship TT Fl! regulations, came 
up with a production motorcycle 
whose specification was determined 
with racing in mind. The result is not 
only a smash hit in the showrooms 
(try buying an Interceptor on either 
side of the Atlantic—if уои сап find 





one—and catch the salesman's reac- 
tion when you mention the word 
‘discount’) but also the basis of a pair 
of racers surprisingly similar in 
mechanical detail to the roadster. 

The principal difference is that the 
racing engines have gear drive to the 
twin overhead camshafts per pair of 
cylinders, compared to the road bike's 
chain drive. This necessitates not an 
entirely new crankshaft but one sim- 
ilar to production but with a pinion 
replacing the chain sprocket in the 
center. Both U.S. and TT ЕІ rules 
require the standard stroke to be 
retained, which means that the only 
way of increasing the capacity is to 
overbore the 750's 70 x 48.6mm cylin- 
ders to 75 x 48.6 for 858.83cc, result- 
ing in the RS850R engine. 

Honda isn't saying how they made 
the 920 version without cutting into 
the water jackets, and we may never 
know with the virtual end of 1000cc 
four-stroke racing worldwide. A gal- 
lon of water is carried in a single 
radiator, compared to the two on the 
road bike, but a standard water pump 
is used. ` 

Dry-sump oiling is desirable in 
competition engines, and so is an oil 
cooler but the use of Pro-Link sus- 
pension makes fitting a separate oil 
tank in the conventional position 
impossible. Moreover, the plain bear- 
ing bottom end of the V4 engine 
requires a constant high-pressure 
supply of cool oil at 80 psi. These 
factors determined the Honda's 
unusual twin-pump, twin-sump sys- 
tem, which Oshiro-san calls a 'semi- 
dry sump' design, but which Udo 
Geitl, American Honda's racing team 
manager, insists is a true dry-sump 
system. The area beneath the engine 
is divided into two compartments: oil 
returns by gravity to the front sump, 
where a scaverige pump transmits it 
to the oil cooler, mounted low down 
in place of the second water radiator 
on the road bike. From there, a high- 
output pressure pump feeds the lub- 
ricant to the engine again, before the 
whole cycle is repeated. This constant- 
pressure system ensures an uninter- 
rupted high-pressure feed, permitting 
very close crankshaft big-end toler- 
ances. The same oil also lubricates 
the five-speed gearbox, essentially the 
same as fitted to the 1025cc FWS V4 of 
1982, the rolling testbed for the 1983 
bikes from which their ancestry may 
be directly traced. 

Ignition is provided by a Kokusan- 
Denko CDI generator, firing a single 
12mm plug per four-valve cylinder: 
ignition timing is a conservative 37- 
42? depending on the circuit. Induc- 
tion is provided on both bikes by a set 
of four specially-made CV Mikuni 
carburetors, made in weight-saving 
magnesium but otherwise similar to 
the street bike units: thanks to the 
curious World Championship (mean- 
ing British) ТТІ carburetor rule, 
Gardner's bike must run the same 
32mm size throat as on the VF750, 
while the U.S. Superbike opts for the 
34mm. The valves are all made of 
titanium, with 28mm inlets and 25mm 
exhausts (24mm on the 850), set at a 
typical (for Honda) included angle of 
38°, using multi-rate steel springs 
after titanium ones gave trouble, and 
forged cam followers. Unlike on the 
road bike, where clearances are set by 
threaded adjusters, the RS’s valve 
clearances are altered by fitting differ- 
ent-thickness caps over the end of 
each stem. The inlet tracts are cur- 
ious at first glance, because while one 
heads straight for one of the twin 
inlet valves on each cylinder the other 
cuts off at an angle before curving 
back toward the other valve, with the 


the pond 


presumed intention of creating a swirl 
effect. 

"We doubted it was right, too," 
says Geitl, "but then we found with 
experimentation that the standard 
heads with very little alteration give 
all the flow the engine needs. We just 
open up the ports a little, that's all.” 

Pistons are supplied to the Ameri- 
can team as unmachined blanks from 
Japan, which enables them to employ 
different compression ratios for dif- 
ferent circuits varying from 10.8:1 up 
to as high as 12.2:1, for Daytona they 
use 11.2:1, running on 118 octane 
fuel as permitted under AMA rules. 
Honda Britain on the other hand 
employs 11.5:1 for the 850 regardless, 
using Avgas. 

Conrods are titanium, and surpris- 
ingly enough are manufactured in 
the U.S. to Geitl's specification for 
use in all racing V4 engines the world 
over: the Japanese accepted that doing 
itthis way would result in a superior 
product. They're retained on the two 
crankpins by split end-caps, clamped 
by high-tensile steel bolts. 

The forged pistons carry short but 
full skirts: slipper-type pistons were 
not employed, according to Oshiro- 
san, because of the difficulty with a 
short-stroke engine of preventing the 
engine rocking in the barrel. 

Different philosophies are evident 
concerning the type of clutch fitted, 
which on the Superbike is a 13-plate 
all-metal dry clutch, but on the 
Gardner machine is a wet, oil-bath 
sort. Both are fixed units, after Amer- 
ican Honda discarded the limited-slip 
sprag clutch fitted to the FWS and the 
road bike early in the season. “We 
had a problem with high-gear starts 
like at Daytona," says Geitl, “where 
the clutch just wouldn't take the 
abuse necessary to get off the line 
with a high overall gearing fitted. We 
converted all the engines to fixed- 
clutch after that, and also air-cooled 
them all (the support team bikes were 
originally wet-clutch) because we had 
problems under racing conditions 
with the engines retaining heat from 
the wet clutch; the service life was 
much shorter with them, too. Now 
we have no concerns.” 

Yet Barry Symmons, Udo's counter- 
part at Honda Britain, claims no 
such problem with the 850, possibly 
because of the cooler British climate 
and torquier bigger engine. How- 
ever, just to complicate things the 
engines fitted to the three Honda 
Japan bikes with alloy frames, on 
one of which Dunlop won the World 
Championship title, had air-cooled 
clutches. Take your choice! Whatever 
the pick, standard hydraulic action 
was a constant. 

The camshafts run in plain bear- 
ings, and thanks to their moderate 
lift by racing standards, plus the low- 
ish compression ratio and the use of 
CV carbs as well as the intrinsic 
values of a 90? V4 design, result in an 
exceptionally smooth-running engine 
with vast reserves of torque and prac- 
tically no cammy effect. You can even 
ride it like a road engine, as not only 
the Honda Britain mechanics proved 
atthe TT when they ran them up and 
down between the garage and pad- 
dock quite cheerfully, even stopping 
at traffic lights and taking off again 
without slipping the clutch, but as 
too did Udo Geitl himself at Daytona 
last March. How so? Well, Freddie's 
race bike needed a bit of running-in, 
you see, and the Speedway was closed, 
so well, anyway, he got caught with it 
out on Volusia Avenue by the local 
gendarmes, slick tires, race exhausts 
and all. What got them interested in 
thé look-alike racer? No license plate!

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The last time the Honda team had 
been to Willow Springs was the day 
their championship season fell apart. 
Team leader Mike Baldwin was badly 
injured, enough to put him out for 
the rest of the season and hand the 
Superbike title on a plate го Kawa- 
saki's Rainey, while support riders 
Fred Merkel and Sam McDonald had 
also launched it in a big way, result- 
ing in three totalled motorcycles and 
a proof that in racing you should 
never take anything for granted. 
Merkel made some amends, though, 
by winning the season's final race at 
Daytona on the bike Freddie Spencer 
had started out the season victorious 
on at the same track: a week later, 
mechanics Mike Velasco and Phil 
McDonald (brother of Sam) returned 
to Willow with it for me to sample. It 
was also the bike on which Udo Geitl 
made the acquaintance of the Day- 
tona Beach police, and it still didn't 
have a license tag .... 

Last year’s in-line Honda Super- 
bikes looked stock from 20 yards 
away, then lost 5% of that similarity 
with every step you took toward them. 
Close up, they looked what they 
were: unabashed, tricked-out racing 
motorcycles, based somewhat tenu- 
ously on their street ancestors. 
Approach a V4 Superbike the same 
way, and 20 steps later you'll still be 
amazed how close it looks to the 
stocker—and that's because it is. Partly 
that's because of a general tightening- 
up in the AMA rules, partly for rea-

good stuff's already on the road bike. 

So Geitl's men use the same square- 
tube steel chassis as the road bike, 
shorn of a few unnecessary lugs here 
and there and the sidestand, as well as 
the stock swingarm—they tried mak- 
ing special ones, but thestandard one 
was better! 

The Pro-Link rear suspension 
employs a special Showa unit de- 
signed for the racing Interceptor and 
based on their design for the RS500 
GP bike. Naturally, it's adjustable in 
both directions as well as for ride 
height and spring preload. 

The front forks similarly are based 
on Showa's GP design, measuring 
41.3mm in diameter, except these are 
much longer to suit the taller road 
chassis. Again, they're two-way adjust- 
able and are fitted with hydraulic 
anti-dive with external spring adjus- 
ter, coupled with a fork brace incor- 
porating the mudguard mounting 
and carefully shimmed up so as not 
to load up the suspension. Steering 
head angle is 27? — steeper than on 
the road bike by 2.29. 

The 16" front wheel carries mas- 
sive twin 310mm diameter discs, made 
from meonite after it was found that 
steel ones warped too quickly due to 
insufficient cooling at high speed 
when fitted to the narrow diameter 
wheel. The rear steel disc has been 
progressively reduced in size to only 
190mm: the riders claim to hardly 
need to use it. Front calipers are the 
excellent twin-piston Nissins as fit- 
ted to the GP bikes, which have 
differentially-sized pistons: the lead- 
ing ones (ie. those that meet the 
wheel first in the direction in which 
it rotates) are of 27mm diameter, 
while the trailing ones are larger at 
34mm. Combined with oblong brake 
pads, this reduces the effect of gas 
build-up from the dissipation of the 
pads' material, as well as promoting 
more even wear of the pads themselves. 

Wheels are extruded alloy Comstar- 
type bolted-up wheels with magne- 
sium hubs; wheelbase is standard, at 
58.5”. “We tried carbon-fiber wheels,” 
says Geitl, “but we really don’t need 
them. The minimum weight for Super- 
bike is 390 lbs., we generally weigh 
398-400 with water and oil but no 
gas, and so we're very close. We can 
be lower yet, but since for most of the 
season we had a considerable horse- 
power advantage, it wasn't worth- 
while." How much horsepower? 
That we shouldn't discuss, but a 
lot." More than 120, given that 
Oshiro-san's charts showed the 850 to 
be producing 132? “Yes!” OK — 
thanks, Udo! 

Once Mike and Phil had bumped 
the engine into life, the distinctive 
lazy-sounding flat burble of the 90? 
V4 began echoing across the Mojave 
Desert. On a hot 90? day it didn't take 
long for the water temp gauge to hit 
the 195? mark considered optimum 
for racing: 204? is bad news though, 
but unlike the RS850R I would try a 
couple of weeks later in much cooler 
conditions, idling the engine didn't 
seem to cause the needle to start 
climbing off the clock. Sitting on the 
bike you'd swear you were on a road- 
ster, even down to the dashful of 
instruments in front of you: the speedo 
is disconnected, though. Flat, one- 
piece bars bolt to the top of the spe- 
cial yokes, contrasting with the street 
bike's adjustable clip-ons (or bolt- 
ons, actually). In fact Spencer used 
the bike at Daytona with CB1100R 
clip-ons fitted, but Merkel prefers 
more leverage and had them changed 
after he took the bike over. The 
standard steel fuel tank is retained, by 
order of the AMA, complete with 
lockable filler cap, which caused some 
excitement at David Aldana's fuel 
stop in the Daytona 100-miler when 
he forgot he was supposed to unlock 
it with the key!

The svelte standard instrument fair- 
ing is used, but no headlight is fitted 
(Geitl tried to persuade the AMA to 
let him run the bikes with the front 
number stuck on the front of the fair- 
ing without a separate plate, but no 
dice). Top speed is 159 mph on Day- 
tona gearing, and “to go faster would 
require an awful lot of extra power,” 
says Udo, thanks to the substantial 
frontal area and commensurate drag. 

Within the first 100 yards after 
accelerating away on to the track, I 
knew I was riding an exceptional rac- 
ing bike. In fact, I had to mentally 
pinch myself to remember it was a 
racer at all. The power band is almost 
unbelievably wide, with usable revs 
as low as 6,500, then real strong 
power coming in from 7,500 rpm up. 
You have a sort of alarm call to 
remind you this is about to happen 
with a period of roughness at 7,000 
rpm which feels like the engine's 
suddenly turned into a power drill 
but is in fact a sign that the camshafts 
are starting to work. Then everything 
smooths out and you get this feeling 
of lovely, liquid power right up to 
the usual rev limit of 12,700 rpm, 
though the engine is safeto as high as 
13,500. However, there's no real point 
in screaming it to more than 12,000 
because the closely-spaced gears, with 
a bit of a gap between the third and 
fourth, keep you well in the power 
band if you change even at 11,500, 
and the torque curve is so flat that the 
reading is almost the same at 7,500 as 
it is at 12,500. Incredible. 

The extreme tractability of the V4 
engine was particularly helpful in 
my finding my way around Willow 
Springs. It was the first time I'd ever 
been round the track. Going fast here 
without any markers and nobody to 
follow round requires “local knowl- 
edge” and practice: without either I 
was doubly grateful for the forgiving 
nature of the Interceptor's engine. 
On and off the throttle, on again 
when I remembered the line and 
stroking it into turn nine's tighter 
apex before cracking it hard open for 
the run down the finishing straight, 
the V4 engine took all this and more 
in its stride. No need to clutch it: just 
open the taps and let the power out. 
Downshift? Forget it—the engine'll 
pull you back to where on the rev- 
counter you should have been, q. 
Of course, all this is very wellif you 








just want to potter round and pick up 
place money, but these bikes were 
designed to go out there and win! 
And on the part of the track I did 
quickly get the hang of it — roughly 
turns two to seven inclusive, mostly 
because I could see where I was sup- 
posed to be going — I was able to find 
out how ме! they fulfill that role. 
The combination of a vast torque 
band, pinpoint handling and superb 
front brakes (I hardly used the rear 
either: it's redundant) make the Inter- 
ceptor one of the easiest bikes to start 
riding fast on through corners . 
Mind you, given my European her- 
itage of riding 'proper' race bikes 
with fairings and clip-ons and such, 
it felt strange to be sitting there with 
the high, flat bars to hold on to and 
no fairing, giving the illusion of 
being a bit higher off the ground 
than usual on a race-track, but after a 
few laps even that disappeared and I 
began to feel complete confidence. 
'Two places exemplified this: turn 
two is a long, long uphill horseshoe 
with just a touch of off-camber. You 
go in there hard, lean the bike hard 
over to theright, and leave it there for 
what seems like an age while you 
hope you can catch theright moment 
to snap the throttle open without 
having the back end step out on you. 
The controls of the Interceptor are so 
light and responsive and the steering 
so perfectly balanced, without a hint 
of the understeer that would spell 
disaster if you didn't nip it in the bud, 
that after a while I was able to start 
taking it a gear higher than I'd been 
doing and let the tires start earning 
their living. That's what inspiring 
confidence means on a bike. 


The other place was just a bit - 


further on, the 3/4 complex that 
swoops up the side of the hill, turns 
sharp right, then drops downhill 
again. Here the benefits of the 16” 
front wheel became readily apparent, 
because while braking hard for the 
entry to turn three (and those brakes 
are fantastic, with lots of progression 
and feel) you have to turn into the 
corner quickly and start climbing the 
hill without losing momentum, all 
the while trying not to run off the 
edge where the road flattens out. 
Then at the top of the hill you have to 
flick over to the right to drop down 
again to turn five. The bike felt so 
beautifully balanced and the steering 
so light and. responsive that again 
after a few laps I could approach 
these corners with impugnity, too. 
And under braking for turn three the 
anti-dive really retained road feel and 
movement, rather than freezing the 
suspension as on other race bikes r ve 
tried. 

Anything I didn't like? Well, the 
front end felt a bit stiff (probably set 
up for Daytona's bankings), and at 
the end of the day I really didn't care 
that much for the riding position in 
race terms, but that's a question of 
personal preference and what I'm 
used to. Without another bike there 
to compare it to, I’m not sure about 
the Interceptor's acceleration against 
the opposition, but to have got a bike 
beladen with water-cooling so close 
to the class weight limit is a real feat 
that Honda should be proud of, espe- 
cially since they've done it without 
too much exotic metallurgy. And 
their power output was certainly well 
ahead of the rest until Kawasaki 
caught up a lot at the end of the sea- 
son. But now Kawasaki has closed its 
race shop, put riders and engineers 
on the unemployment line, and we'll 
never know if Honda would really 
have got their own back in '84. 
Though it's rumored that Yamaha 
and Suzuki will both have a Super- 
bike team in 1985, that still leaves 
next season as all the makings of a 
Honda benefit: you know — a racing 
certainty.

their obsolete machinery is a source 
of constant disappointment: it's also 
ultimately short-sighted. Instead of 
retiring a championship winner to a 
factory museum, or even loaning it 
out on semi-permanent display else- 
where, they treat the bikes as being 
completely disposable, so that after 
it's done its job, the next appoint- 
ment is with the crusher. That's dis- 
appointing because it means that 
successive generations will have no 
appreciation of that company's skills 
on the race track in finite terms, and 
short-sighted because they're passing 
up the chance of some great PR in 
later years: imagine if Luigi Taveri's 
five-cylinder 125 Honda hadn't by 
more or less devious means escaped 
being sent back to Japan—or the 
couple of 250 sixes that survived. 
Each time they appear, people who 
never saw them in action in their 
heyday can marvel and appreciate the 
engineering that went into produc- 
ing such jewels, to Honda's un- 
doubted advantage. If Yamaha could 
let us see and hear their 125cc V4, or 
Suzuki the 50cc twin, they too could 
reap similar benefits. 

So what's that got to do with the 
RS850R V4 Honda that Wayne Gard- 
ner won the British TT FI title with 
in 1983? Only that two weeks after my 
ride on the bike on a crisp and sunny 
November day at Snetterton, the bike 
was being broken up: the engine was 
being sent back to Japan to have a 
knife put through it, while the chas- 
sis was to be sold, presumably to a 
privateer to put a standard engine in 
for next season. OK, so the 850cc ver- 
sion has fulfilled it task—but how 
sad that 15 years from now the next 
generation won't be able to appreciate 
it. Shame. 

Thus thanks to Barry Symmons, 
team manager of Honda Britain, I 
was able to sample a bike that by the 
time you read this story will be no 
more. And what makes that even 
more regrettable to me personally is 
that it is/was unquestionably the 
finest racing motorcycle I've ever had 
the privilege of riding—and that 
includes the 500 GP Honda and its 
like.

seemingly without trying. The bike 
induces such faith in its own abilities 
that you find yourself going faster 
and deeper and deeper into corners, 
still with absolute safety. I'd say this 








bike could be ridden fast by more rid- 
ers who aren't in the top rank of rac- 
ers than any other I know: it very 
nearly doesn't have a single vice, the 
engine like the U.S. Superbike has a 
vast power band with even more 
torque, and the handling is almost 
perfect. What else is there? 

With its steel tubular chassis and 
wet clutch engine, the RS850R weighs 
376 pounds totally dry — without oil, 
water or fuel. The works alloy frame 
used in the World Championship 
Series and Bol d'Or saves around 12 
pounds on this, but only three of the 
25 RS750/850/920Rs made for 1983 
boasted this feature, though the small 
batch of 750s being made for sale to 
private teams for '84 will have it; 
however, at around $30,000 each there 
unsurprisingly hasn't been a rush 
to sign checks this big on the part 
of the relatively inpecunious teams 
that make up the bulk of the TT F1 
fields. .

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Recognizing the problem, Honda 
instead is offering a three-stage kit to 
transform a street VF750F into a TT 
F1 racer: the engine package includes 
a competition camchain set-up plus 
new heads, valves, pistons and so on, 
plus a single oversize water radiator. 
"There's also a close-ratio gearbox kit, 
and finally a third package which 
features a pair of British-made Dymag 
wheels, a full fairing, 6.3 gallon fuel 
tank, front and rear suspension 
(springs only) and other bits and 
pieces. Prices have yet to be deter- 
mined, but all this stuff should be 
available early in '84 and will be of 
particular interest to potential endur- 
ance competitors. The use of the 
Dymags is interesting, because ac- 
cording to Barry Symmons the Com- 
star type wheels fitted to the RS 
cost $2,250 a pair and are “not very 
robust." 

Like the Superbike, the RS850R's 
engine is rotated back in the chassis 
by 8? to allow a steeper head angle (in 
this case 25?) and shorter wheelbase 
(56") for manageable handling than 
would otherwise be the case. Even so, 
Wayne would like to bring the front 
wheel back a bit more, but there just 
isn't the room to do it: the front cam- 
shaft cover gets in the way. Even so, 
compare the Honda's 56" wheelbase, 
with the 90? V4 engine and the extra 
bulk of the oil cooler/radiator with 
the 60" of the V-twin, air-cooled 900 
Ducati, and the feat of the Japanese 
designers becomes apparent. Water- 
cooling is the reason, for without 
having to worry about placing the 
rear cylinder where it'll get a good 
supply of cooling air, you can simply 
position the engine in the chassis 
where it'll result in the best handling 
characteristics. 

Suspension is by means of a shorter 
version of the 41.3mm Showa front 
forks fitted to the Superbike, and the 
same nitrogen-damped rear unit. 
Brakes are the same diameter up 
front, with a 220mm rear, and all 
appear to be made out of some eso: 
teric و‎ that has more than its fair 





share of cast iron in it: they rust when 
wet! Steel nuts and bolts are used 
throughout, rather than titanium as 
in thé alloy-framed specials, and the 
bluff-fronted, wind tunnel tested body- 
work bears a strong family resemb- 
lance to the NS/RS500's streamlining, 
with the sinuous pairs of exhausts 
exiting on the right side, that from 
the rear cylinders through the top of 
the seat. Instruments are confined to 
arev counter and water temp gauge— 
the latter a vital fixture since much to 
my surprise it transpired that the 
engine overheats rapidly at idle, and 
once it hits 204? you must shut down 
or risk serious damage — like a 
blown gasket. In fact, the bikes were 
kept waiting so long on the grid for 
the start of the Assen World TT ЕІ 
round that Wayne's bike overheated 
so much the seat actually melted! 
Cracks about asbestos underwear need 
not be made! 

The riding position's a snug but 
comfortable fit, with the big 6.3 gal- 
lon fuel tank nestling into your chest 
and providing a useful rest on long 
fast stretches. Bottom gear is very 
low, but even so with 11.5:1 compres- 
sion it needs two people plus the 
rider firmly seated to bump-start from 
cold. Fortunately, the engine fires 
almost at once and settles down to a 
fast, easy burble, but solo push-starts 
would be out of the question. Once 
out on the track, I discovered that 
first isalso much too low to use except 
for getting off the line. Before I man- 
aged to work this out, I'd stalled the 
engine twice trying to change into 
the very notchy bottom gear. Fortu- 
nately, it restarted with momentum, 
but it also illustrated another feature 
of the engine: the flywheels have 
surely béen reduced in size compared 
to the road bike, because their effect 
on engine braking is almost non- 
existent and the engine dies almost 
immediately if you close the throttle. 
As mechanic Dave Sleat neatly put it, 
it'sa two-stroke engine in four-stroke 
guise. 

Except for one thing: that incredible 





power band. With the extra 1 10cc and 
different camshafts the 859cc engine 
is even torquier than the 750, if that 
were possible. Power comes in at 
6,000 rpm, with normal peak revs at 
11,500, though the engine is safe to 
12,750 rpm. Therough patch is there, 
too, but this time higher up the dial 
at around 8,200 rpm. But with the 
beautifully matched gear ratios you 
would never encounter it normally: 
second and third are 1,700 rpm apart, 
to keep the bike moving right along 
under acceleration from a corner 
then there's only 1,300 rpm before 
fourth, and fifth is very close to 
fourth indeed — only 1,000 rpm dif- 
ference! Taking a left/right flick 
turn—Russells—meant just notching 
fourth on the way in, and driving 
hard up the hill to the start line 
before grabbing for therun to Riches. 
Then back to fourth before coming 
down to second for Sear, then off 
down the straight. The smooth power 
delivery and exceptional flexibility 
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Rear: Pro-Link rising-rate with 





of the engine really told in minimiz- 
ing the number of time-consuming 
gear changes. 

Slightly undergeared for the 
straight, I was actually seeing 11,900 
on the clock before shutting off for 
the hairpin, and here the fabulous 
brakes really came into their own. 
After 15 laps or so I was able to brake 
from over 150 mph within the 200 
yard mark (and I'm not kidding myself 
that Wayne doesn't wait until even 
later!. The front discs respond 
instantly with maximum effect, and 
the back has lots of feel as well, while 
theanti-dive works to advantage when 
negotiating the ripples at the end of 
the straight before heeling over into 
the left-hander before the hairpin. In 
other words, the suspension doesn't 
freeze up. Lever action is light but 
notso much that it's possible to over- 
brake, and indeed all the controls— 
throttle, brakes, clutch—were feather 
light and positive. What a great bike 
to go endurance racing or round the 
Isle of Man with. 

As a heritage of all those produc- 
tion bike races he did in Australia, 
Wayne uses a one down, four up 
gearchange on the left, which took a 
bit of remembering, but the change 
itself was like butter and 1, didn't 
come close to missing a gear even 
riding as hard as I was. 

The handling is literally awe- 
inspiring. Though a big, relatively 
bulky bike the Honda changed direc- 
tion precisely at the corners and steered 
lightly but positively. By ultra-critical 
standards the steering wheel could be 
quicker, even without the 16" front 
wheel fitted, but there's no way to 
improve that without steepening the 
head angle further. 

After a few laps of gradually pick- 
ing up the pace, I settled into an easy 
rhythm on the bike in spite of the fast 
lap times: I could have gone on rid- 
ing it all day. Sadly, after 25 laps or so 
the front wheel stepped out acceleler- 
ating out of Sear and though I man- 
aged not to do a premature job in the 
crushing department and picked it 
up before I landed on my ear, play- 
time was over. The front tire fitted 
was only an intermediate, and it was 
cutting up badly on the right side. 
With no slick in hand, it was time to 
call it a day after one of the most 
enjoyable rides I've ever had on any 
bike: “I never thought you were going 
to ride it that hard, else we'd have 
brought a slick," said Dave Sleat, 
while Barry Symmons just looked 
relieved that he still had a chassis to 
sell at the end of the day! But the 
RS850R is that sort of bike: it invites 
being ridden hard, and lets you do it 
safely. What a shame I don't have a 
wealthy sponsor who'd buy one for 
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The indoor short track series at San 
Francisco's Cow Palance continued, 
and Dave Hansen puta Honda in the 
top spot as he bested Ossa rider Steve 
Eklund in the main event. The third 
spot on the victory roster went to 
Dave Lewis and his Bultaco. 


David Pessy and Bruce McDougal 
performed well in the weekly Orange 
Bowl of Motocross in El Toro, Cali- 
fornia. Pessy won the 125cc Expert 
class over McDougal, but the order of 
finish was reversed in the 250cc Ex- 
perts. In the same event, Honda- 
mounted Jeff Ward reigned in the 
100cc Intermediate class. 


Bultaco pilot Steve Williams cap- 
tured the 125cc Expert laurels in a 
Eugene, Oregon, motocross. Finish- 
ing second and third were Honda 
riders Brad Hurst and Dean Rhodes. 


The dirt Diggers North held a Euro- 
pean Scrambles, and Danny Turner 
tasted victory in both the 125 and 
250cc Expert classes. 


Yamaha riders Mark Prescott, Mike 
Tidwell and Eddie Lawson finished 
1-2-3 in the 125cc Expert class of TT 
scrambles at Elsinore Raceway. 


Cycle News tested three of the hotter 
motocross works bikes around. ‘Two 
were opposites in character — the 
quick, high-revving 370RN Suzuki 
of Roger DeCoster and the torque- 
like-a-tractor Kawasaki of Brad Lack- 
ey.

CRC's last Grand Prix of the 
year featured perfect riding con- 
ditions; clear, cool weather; a 
track that stayed damp with 
little mud, resulting in a great turn- 
out.
